Last y ear 941 p lain tiffs filled o u t th e simp le 
p etitio n in eith er co u n ty o r city co u rt, p aid th eir $3 filin g fee 
p lu s th e co st o f serv in g p ap ers — $1.05 an d u p . 
Th e co u rt sessio n is in fo rmal — n o atto rn ey s are n eed ed . 
Each sid e simp ly tells its sto ry , co mp lete with reco rd s an d p ic­ 
tu res in so me cases; th e ju d ge o ften asks q u estio n s. 
If n o co mp ro mise can be reach ed d u rin g th is trial, th e 
ju d ge d etermin es wh o is at fau lt.

Japanese just as the wargame 
had predicted. 


H.G. Wells, British author and 


historian, is credited with 
bringing the sport to the atten- 
tion of amateurs when he wrote 
a book called Little Wan. 


BBs and Cannons 
Weils simplified the complex 


military version by using model 
soldiers and a basic set of rules. 
One way to remove soldiers 
from the field of combat was to 
knock them over with BBs fired 
from model cannons. But the BB 
cannons were hard on the metal 
soldiers, some of which take 
hours for the collector to paint 
by hand. 


An element of luck has been 


added to wargaming with a cast 
of the dice the final determina- 
tion for the outcome of skir- 
mishes. 


Weils' simple rules have 


evolved into numerous sets of 
rules covering any number of 
historical periods. Some retain 
the basic simplicity and some 
are fairly complex. 


Re-create Conquests 
Wargames can re-create the 


ancient conquests of Alexander 
the Great (fourth century B.C.), 
the Greek stand against the Per- 
sians at Thermopylae (480 B.C.) 
or the clashes of Israeli and 
Egyptian armour in the Sinai in 
our 1970's. 


Wargame battles are fought on 


large tables elaborately 
decorated with terrain similar to 
the layouts of model railroaders. 


Each individual soldier, be it 


infantry, cavalry, tanks or 
elephants can be moved a cer- 
tain distance each turn. The 
move distances vary with the 
type of terrain. 


Hunger's specialty is the Seven 


Years War (Central Europe, 
1956-63) and he has authored a 
set of rules for this period. 
About 1,300 of his 3,000 soldiers 
are from this time period. 


Mitchell has some 2,000 


models in his collection with the 
bulk of them from the 
Napoleonic wars. Irons has 
about 1,500 figures and he claims 
the American Revolution as his 
favorite. 


Evans' 1,500 are about evenly 


divided among the ancient 
period, Napoleonics and the 
American Civil War. 


Although most of bis men are 


from the Civil War and the an- 
cient period, his favorites are a 
half dozen British troops from 
the Napoleonic wars.

The models used today are 


purchased unpainted for the 
most part and consist of a lead- 
tin alloy.

There are about 10 persons in 


Nebraska who belong to the 
Society of Ancients, based in 
England, which publishes a 
magazine that suggests tactics to 
be used and offers historical in- 
formation on the ancient period. 


Irons is president of the 


Historical Simulations Club at 
the University of Nebraska. He 
says there are about 20 members 
who gather twice a month to 
play war games ranging from 
fantasy games based on the 
Tolkien novels to Napoleonic 
contests and up to modern day 
warfare. 


Convention of 700 
Irons, Mitchell and Bunger, 


among 10 Nebraskans who 
attended the national war games 
convention at Lake Geneva, 
Wis., last August, said that 
altogether some 700 war gamers 
gathered for competition and to 
exchange ideas with com- 
petitors. 


Irons also had the distinction 


of commanding the winning side 
in the ancients tournament held 
at the convention. He 
marshalled a Carthaginian force 
against a Greek army from the 
colony of Syracuse on the island 
of Siciliy. 


Sent by Airmail 
The model soldiers are 


purchased by airmail for the 
most part, either from England 
or from the few American 
manufacturers. However, it is 


believed that only one hobby 
store in Lincoln carries a com- 
plete range of metal. 


Plastic soldiers can also be 


purchased for those who don't 
wish to spend as much money, 
and most hobby stores in Lin- 
cote and Omaha cany extensive 
lines of Airfix. This company 
offers soldiers from most 
periods and is considered by 
many a good place for the 
beginner to start.

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RABAT. Morocco (AP) — 
Nearly 362.000 volunteers have 
signed up for King Hassan II's 
proposed peaceful march of con­ 
quest to back Morocco's claim to 
sovereignty over the mineral- 
rich Spanish Sahara, the official 
Moroccan news agency reported 
Sunday. I 
Within |B hours of the 44-year- 
old king^s call for 350,000 
volunteers' to follow him on an 
unarme3 march into the 
neighboring territory, more than 
that number had registered in 
recruitin^offices throughout the 
country, the agency said. 
It said recruiting offices would 
continue to register volunteers 
during the next few days, 
although the number of 
marchenCjemains fixed at 350,- 
000 persons—10% of them 
women—¡because of the logistic 
problems* involved in supplying 
the demonstrators with food, 
water, tents and medical care. 


Officials plan to make a selec­ 
tion of those most fit to under­ 
take the march. 
The marchers are scheduled to 
begin moving Tuesday toward 
the southern border town of Tar- 
faya on trains, buses and trucks. 
From there, they plan to walk 50 
miles over open desert to El 
Aaiun. tfie territorial capital 
where at least 15,000 Spanish 
troops arg based. No date has 
been announced to start the 
walk, but Oct. 28 is considered 
likely. 
Two political groups in the 
Spanish Sahara said their 
followers would mass along the 
northern border to block the 
march bqt gave no indication 
how they would do so. Leaders 
said the Saharans would begin 


moving toward the frontier on 
Wednesday. 
The Saharan groups involved 
are the Spanish-supported 
National Union party and the 
Algerian-backed Polisario Front, 
which claims the allegiance of 
75% of the territory’s 80,000 peo­ 
ple. 
Official Moroccan sources said 
King Hassan sent a personal 
message to U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger to un­ 
derline Morocco's determination 
to go ahead with the march un­ 
less Spain, in a last-minute 
reversal of policy, recognizes 
Morocco's right to the Sahara 
territory. 
Sources said the message, 
delivered in Washington on 
Friday 
by 
Ambassador 
Abdelhadi Boutaleb, stressed 
Morocco's “ resolve to recover 
its (Sahara) territory by all possi­ 
ble means.” 
Spain is making plans to give 
up control of the territory but 
favors a U.N.-supervised 
referendum to decide its future. 
However, Morocco claims 
sovereignty over the northern 
part, and Mauritania, another 
neighbor, claims southern and 
eastern portions. 
Moroccan officials apparently 
hoped for some Western support 
in the emergency session of the 
U.N. Security Council, due to 
meet at Spain's request Monday 
in New York. 
The Spanish government 
called on the council to halt the 
Moroccan march, which it 
described as “a threat to inter­ 
national peace and security.” It 
said Spanish forces would fight 
back if attacked by regular 
Moroccan forces.

Everybody is in on this, from the 
smallest artisan-level manufacturers to the 
big couturiers, who put out their next 
season’s ready-to-wear well ahead of the 
supposed “ prototypes” of the haute 
couture. 
Now is the best time for buyers to pick 
up their ideas and purchases for next 
summer. 
Paris designers didn't seem to get the 
idea on sportswear at first, and some years 
ago bowed to California. They caught on 
fast, and are now applauded for dresses 
and pants that are casual, fun for the sun. 


Christiane Bailly chose a loose look, with 
mid-calf or long cotton dresses in shades of 
solid blue, rose or brown. Wide cap or 
longer sleeves on bloused tops go over 
modified tube skirts or long pants. 
Like other sportswear designers she has 


brought in baggy pants. Some are real Ara­ 
bian nights numbers, woen with vests and 
flat sandals that lace up the leg to the pants 
that end at mid-calf. 
Young designer Jean-Charles de 
Castelbajac is pessimistic for next 
summer’s weather forecast, and specializes 
in rainwear. Even his bikinis have hooded 
nylon ski jackets over them. 
The dresses, usually in thin white or 
oatmeal cotton, are ample, simple and 
belted, like acolytes robes. But he goes to 
town on bright-colored rainwear, giving 
some of the jumpsuits a real astronaut 
look, complete with the square plastic win­ 
dow in the hood. 
Nik-Nik, designed by Agathe Gonnet and 
Alain Debret, is a brother-sister line for 
men and women, with bright African cot­ 
ton prints in men s jackets over large linen 
pants matching the women's tops and 
rough natural linen skirts — tubular, 
gathered at the waist, and split squarely up 
the back. 
Flat sandals lacing to the knee are worn 
with everything here. They lace up over 
ample pants for women, for a vaguely 


jodphur line. Jungle drums set the pace; 
sundresses, with varied tee-shirt or vest 
tops, or short, flared tunics, come in 
African prints — bright blue, lemon yellow, 
orange and brown. Another theme is un­ 
even, multicolored diamond patchwork 
prints for men and women. 
American Vicky Tiel’s collection in her 
cobbled courtyard shop on Rue Bonaparte 
attracted foreign press and fascinated 
neighborhood children. The children 
gawked at the evening clothes, by far the 
most feminine so far in the Paris ready-to- 
wear shows for next summer. 


But Vicky likes another look for daytime 
— very easy and sporty, it features checked 
shorts and bermudas covered up by tied 
white pique skirts. Another casual look is a 
series of bermuda-length jumpsuits in 
checkered cotton or light terrycloth. 
The evening mood is very sexy — with a 
series of clinging jersey dresses, some with 
hoods or fringed ponchos, short and flying 
flower-printed panelled chiffon, pink over 
blue, with shirted tops and crimped edges 
to the pannelled skirts.

Corporations Setting Up Legal Political Funds 


WASHINGTON (A P) - 
Spurred by a change in the law, 
major U.S. business cor­ 
porations are moving to set up 
new, legal political funds similar 
to those of organized labor. 
United States Steel Corp., Sun 
Oil Co., Pan American World 
Airways, Standard Oil Co. of 
California, Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. and Anaconda Co. are in 
the vanguard of this trend. All 
have registered new political 
funds with the Federal Election 
Commission this year. 
The funds have relatively little 
money at the moment. They are 
awaiting a key decision this 


week from the election commis­ 
sion that will determine how 
freely they may use corporate 
money in their operations. 
Observers predict even more 
large corporations will start 
their own funds as soon as the 
rules are clarified. The National 
Association of Manufacturers 
goes so far as to predict a “quiet 
revolution” in American 
politics. Few doubt that the new 
funds are. at least potentially, a 
counterweight to the political in­ 
fluence of unions. 
A count by the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce showed 65 
business corporations and 34 


banks and financial institutions 
had political funds registered at 
the end of August. Officials at 
the election commission say new 
corporate funds are being 
registered each week. “ This is 
probably the most important 
trend we have seen this year,” 
said one official. 
The funds generally plan to 
operate like those of labor un­ 
ions and other interest groups, 
rai ing voluntary donations from 
individuals and using the money 
to support selected candidates. 
Corporations, like labor un­ 
ions and national banks, are for­ 
bidden by law from using their 


own funds to make direct 
political donations to federal 
candidates. This law has been 
enforced against dozens of cor­ 
porations in recent years, es­ 
pecially since the Watergate 
scandals. 
However, the law has long per­ 
mitted corporations, unions and 
banks to set up separate funds to 
collect voluntary political 
donations. Those organized 
labor, including the AFL-CIO, 
the Auto Workers union, 
Machinists, Steelworkers and 
dozens of others pour millions of 
dollars into the campaigns of

Although some corporations 
have operated political funds in 
the past — General Electric Co. 
and Hughes Aircraft Co. are 
prominent examples — they 
have traditionally lagged far 
behind union groups in 
organized political spending. In 
the 1972 campaigns the Hughes 
fund gave $61,165 to federal can­ 
didates, while the AFL-CIO’s 
fund handed out $824,301. 
Many corporations avoided 
political funds before this year 
because of some haziness in the 
law. Lawyers were split over 
whether the law allowed cor­ 
porations with government con­ 
tracts to run political funds. 
Since nearly every major cor­ 
poration has government con­ 
tracts, this stymied them. But 
the new amendments to the 
campaign laws that took effect 
Jan. 1 make it clear that govern­ 
ment contractors may legally set 
up funds. 
The new law stimulates cor­ 
porate political funds in another 
way, by limiting private 
donations by individuals to $1,- 
000 per candidate. Organized 
political funds may give up to 
$5,000 per candidate. 


As Washington attorney 
George D. Webster put it on Oct. 
11 in a speech to the Business 
Council, a high-powered group 
of top corporate executives: 


“ With individual limits so low 
and fund raising so important, 
the need for such raising 
vehicles 
cannot 
be 
overestimated ... Through the 
use of such committees, we can 
learn to live with the law 
without turning potitics over to 
those who would damage the 
American enterprise system.” 


That line is echoed by Robert 
Griebner of the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, who has been urging 
formation of corporate political 
funds for years. 
This year Griebner says the 
executives are listening. So far 
this year he has held eight 
seminars on political funds, 
attended by 668 executives. 


Griebner says he knows of a 
number of corporations, large 
and small, that are planning to 
organize new political funds, but 
he won't reveal which ones. 
The future power of the new 
corporate political funds 
depends in large part on how 
freely they are allowed to spend 
corporate money for fund 
raising.

Whenev er there was a big pro blem in 
Fun City , May o r Jo hn Lindsay , with 
dramatic flair, wo uld take o ff his co at, ro ll 
up his sleev es and walk amo ng the peo ple, 
calming rio ting mino rities and ruefully 
ey eing stacks o f unco llected garbage. 
Lindsay had a lo t o f sty le, but unfo r­ 
tunately fo r him and the city he was o ne o f 
a pack o f miserable mo ney mismanagers 
who were greatly respo nsible fo r putting 
the great city in the perilo us po sitio n it o c­ 
cupies to day . In retro spect, Lindsay the 
appealing sty list was the mo st shallo w o f 
po liticians and ex ecutiv es. 
The ruins are left to Abe Beame, a gray 
little man who in shirtsleev es wo uld lo o k 
like any o ne o f co untless tho usands o f 
sho pkeepers o r cab driv ers. He must 
preside o v er the po ssible financial ruin o f 
New Yo rk, an o nco ming disaster largely 
no t o f his making, altho ugh as a lo ngtime 
municipal po wer* his hands are no t entirely 
clean. Whether Beame has the ability to be 
a dy namic fo rce in stav ing o ff disaster and 
patching to gether first a makeshift, first- 
aid ty pe o f so lutio n and then a lasting plan 
fo r New Yo rk so lv ency remains to be seen. 
But he appealed at the elev enth ho ur 
to a man who has neither sty le no r sub­ 
stance in o ur bo o k. 
When Beame called President Fo rd in 


the early mo rning last week to no tify him 
that the teachers’ unio n had denied New 
Yo rk its pensio n funds to meet o bligatio ns 
due Friday , and that the city was nearing 
default, the President’s men to ld the 
may o r that Fo rd was asleep and wo uld no t 
be awakened. It co uld no t hav e been a snap 
decisio n made at staff lev el. 
Let them eat cake. 
His hands were washed o f the city ’s 
misery and he go t an uninterrupted go o d 
night’s sleep. 
Of co urse ev ery o ne kno ws that Fo rd 
has made no bo nes abo ut his feelings fo r 
New Yo rk’s mo ney pro blems. He has 
backed up his indifference any number o f 
times by stating in no uncertain terms he is 
o ppo sed to a federal bailo ut. 
He can sco re po ints in arguing his po si­ 
tio n, altho ugh he is by no stretch o f the im­ 
aginatio n entirely co rrect. 
But his indifference was inarguably 
o ffensiv e. The President snuggled in his 
blankets while the Big Apple was bo bbing 
in dangero us high seas. It might hav e 
helped resto re co nfidence in leadership 
and helped his image to bo o t if the Presi­ 
dent had at least listened to Capt. Beame, 
who at the time felt his ship was abo ut to 
go do wn. That was a time when sty le might 
hav e co unted fo r so mething.

The sho o ting o f Sherdell Lewis has 
been a ho t to pic o f co nv ersatio n in this 
co mmunity . One interesting line o f 
reaso ning go es to the po int that the 
sho o ting was justified, no t because Lewis 
was black, but because he had a bad po lice 
reco rd and answered his fro nt do o r with a 
rifle in hand. 
There are a substantial number o f peo ­ 
ple who maintain that his reco rd and his 
appro ach with a gun were the deciding fac­ 
to rs in fav o r o f the sho o ting. We submit 
that this is a dangero us way o f thinking. 
The principle o f law enfo rcement in 
this co untry has been that suspects are 
taken aliv e, if po ssible, and giv en their day 
in co urt. That do es no t to tally answer the 
Lewis case because it is disputed whether 
he co uld hav e been taken aliv e o r no t. 
But many co nv ersatio ns are heard that 
thro w the “ taken aliv e” theo ry o ut the win­ 
do w. Officers are no t suppo sed to sho o t in 
any threatening situatio n. If they did, they 
wo uld be sho o ting up the entire to wn. The 
fact is their jo b, by its v ery nature, includes 
many dangers, many threats to their life. 
What is impo rtant is that law enfo rce­ 
ment maintain as high a v alue o n life as 


any o ne else. We canno t surrender this 
v alue in the area o f law enfo rcement any 
mo re than we can in any o ther area o f o ur 
natio nal life. 


It is the principle o f the v alue o f 
human life that is at issue in the Lewis 
case. His co lo r and his po lide reco rd really 
hav e no thing to do with the matter, o r least 
they sho uld no t hav e any thing to do with it. 
It is v ital that law enfo rcement o fficers 
maintain this v alue, ev en at so me risk o f 
their o wn perso n. That, after all, is what 
they are paid fo r and what the jo b by 
nature entails. If such a risk is mo re than 
they want to take, they sho uld no t be in 
the business. 


Any thing less than this allo ws such o f­ 
ficers to beco m e judge, jury and 
ex ecutio ner, at their whim. In o ur sy stem, 
the accused is entitled to a trial and that 
rules o ut arbitrary ex ecutio n o n the spo t. 
That is why a pro per and o bjectiv e 
settlement o f the Lewis case is so impo r­ 
tant. And if peo ple tho ught abo ut it as 
carefully as they sho uld, we think there 
wo uld be less cav alier dismissal o f the case 
amo ng the citizenry .

Linco ln (Wednesday ) — The Legislature 
to day was unable to co nv ene the special sessio n 
called by Go v . Ex o n when o nly two 
senato rs sho wed up fo r the o pening 
pro ceedings. 


Lt. Go v . Gerald Whelan waited two ho Urs 
fo r a q u o ru m befo re giv in g u p fo r the day . 
Whelan rejected the su ggestio n o f o n e sen ato r 
that fo rmer sen ato rs sittin g in the lo bby ist 
balco n y be temp o rarily swo rn in to meet the 25- 
sen ato r q u o ru m. The o ther sen ato r o n han d fo r 
the schedu led o p en in g sessio n addressed the 
edu catio n al telev isio n cameras fo r abo u t an 
ho u r befo re he was in fo rmed that they were n o t 
o p eratin g. 


Lin co ln p o lice were su mmo n ed to the 
ro tu n da sho rtly befo re n o o n to q u ell a rio t 
which eru p ted when the lo bby ists battled o v er 
the right to tak e the two sen ato rs to lu n ch. On e 
sen ato r was treated an d released fro m Lin co ln 
Gen eral Ho sp ital, su fferin g fro m what a 
ho sp ital sp o k esman described as “a badly 
twisted arm.” The o ther lawmak er was later 
treated fo r a sto mach diso rder after bein g seen 
hav in g lu n ch at a n u m ber o f Lin co ln 
restau ran ts. 


Sho rtly after the rio t bro ke o ut at the 
Stateho use, Lancaster Co unty Sheriff Merle 
Kamo pp left o n what his o ffice described as “ an 
ex tended v acatio n.” Linco ln’s new po lice chief, 
Geo rge Hansen, returned to Califo rnia, leav ing 
behind a handwritten statement which May o r 
Helen Bo o salis presumed to be his o fficial 
resignatio n. “ Who needs it? ” the statement 
read. The City Co uncil v o ted 4-3 to meet nex t 
Mo nday and discuss the situatio n. 


Mean while, in fo rmed o f the in ability to 
acq u ire a legislativ e q u o ru m, Go v . Ex o n 
wen t in to seclu sio n with his adv iso rs, p ro misin g 
a statemen t in the mo rn in g. “It’s the wo rst 
n ews I’v e had sin ce the Cardin als fo lded in the 
stretch,” Ex o n to ld a rep o rter.

Lin co ln (Thu rsday ) — Go v . Ex o n 
to day called o u t the Nebrask a Natio n al Gu ard, 
o rderin g Gu ardsmen “to secu re the p resen ce o f 
Nebrask a state sen ato rs at the du ly au tho rized 
sp ecial sessio n o f the Legislatu re in Lin co ln .” 


Ex o n said he has urged the Guard to use 
“ minimal fo rce,” rejecting o ne adv iso r’s 
suggestio n that senato rs be bro ught in “ dead o r 
aliv e.” A bo unty sy stem pro po sal was also dis­ 
missed. 


By m id-day , two sen ato rs tu rn ed

Ex o n later sign ed ex traditio n p ap ers fo r a 
gro u p o f Omaha sen ato rs who fled acro ss the 
riv er to Co u n cil Blu ffs, where they attemp ted to 
p lace themselv es in p ro tectiv e cu sto dy with 
lo cal law en fo rcemen t o fficials. Io wa Go v . 
Ray reached an agreemen t with Ex o n u n der 
which he will retu rn the sen ato rs if Nebrask a 
will also tak e Carter Lak e. “It’s a stiff p rice,” 
Ex o n said, “bu t we’ll p ay it.” . 
Gu ardsmen 
en co u n tered 
scattered 
resistan ce in so me p o rtio n s o f the state, bu t 
lo cal citizen s cap tu red an d tu rn ed o v er o n e 
sen ato r, req u estin g the go v ern o r to k eep the 
Legislatu re in sessio n fo r the rest o f the y ear. 
“I’v e been thro wn o u t o f better p laces,” the 
sen ato r declared, an n o u n cin g his p lan s n o t to 
seek re-electio n n ex t y ear. 


Ex o n met briefly with the press to ward the 
end o f the day , praising Guardsmen fo r their 
perfo rmance. The go v erno r said be ex pects the 
Legislature to be in sessio n Friday . “ They ’v e 
go t to get here in time fo r the Co lo rado game 
any way ,” he no ted.

Lin co ln (Friday ) — The Legislatu re fin ally 
co n v en ed its sp ecial sessio n to day , with mo re 
than 40 sen ato rs o n han d at o n e time o r o ther 
du rin g the day . 
On e sen ato r was ho sp italized when he 
became hy sterical du rin g a flo o r sp eech. “I 
k n o w he’s go in g to ru n fo r the Sen ate; I ju st 
k n o w he is,” the lawmak er wailed as they to o k 
him away .

The go v ern o r did n o t tak e 
his u su al p ath u p the cen ter aisle, which was 
clo gged by a n u mber o f o u tstretched sen ato rial 
legs. After he made his way u p a side aisle to 
the ro stru m, he tu rn ed aro u n d an d wen t back to 
the rear o f the chamber where he co u ld address 
the sen ato rs while seein g their faces. His sp eech 
was o ccasio n ally in terru p ted by stran ge n o ises 
an d u n u su al p edestrian traffic. Ex o n abru p tly 
co mp leted his sp eech in 10 min u tes when o n e 
sen ato r req u ested a q u o ru m call. A co u n t o f the 
ho u se sho wed two sen ato rs p resen t at the time, 
an d they esco rted the go v ern o r back to his o f­ 
fice. 


Later, the Guard was summo ned again to 
stand watch at the Linco ln airpo rt, at railro ad 
and bus depo ts and at ro adblo cks o n all 
highway s leading o ut o f the city .

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Small Claims 
Victory Can Be 
Only The Start

Phyllis Grabenstein thought she'd won the battle, but a 


$400 Small Claims Court judgment in her favor only began the 
war. 


The defendant wouldn't pay up, and according to Lan- 


caster County Small Claims Court records, Miss Grabenstein 
launched into six months of skirmishes to get the money Judge 
Ralph Slocum had ruled was hers. 


"If I would've known 1 would've had to wait from- 


November to May, I wouldn't have gone through all the 
hassle," said Miss Grabenstein, a singer/musician. 


The saga began hi September 1974 when her nightclub 


employer, citing business problems, told her she must quit, 
Miss Grabenstein said. But she had a long-term contract that 
called for two weeks' notice to end the engagement. 


She Wins, But No Results 


She filed hi county Small Claims Court seeking two weeks' 


pay, or $400. Miss Grabenstein won the case, waited and got no 
money. 


In December she began filing garnishments, using the 


forms supplied by the County Court office. 


The defendant had no account at the first bank to which a 


garnishment order was sent. At the second, Miss Grabenstein 
struck pay dirt and in February 1975, after some technical 
mixups, the manYaccount's balance of $264.12 was garnished. 


"At least we made a dent" in the total due, she recalled. 


But it still took two more garnishments and some attorney 
pressure to get the rest. 


The third garnishment went to the bank but "the sneaky 


devil decided he wasn't going to put any (more) money in his 
account," said Miss Grabenstein. 


The fourth order went to the man's new place of employ- 


ment, where it sat in a file beyond the 10-day legal limit for a 
reply. Miss Grabenstein's attorney finally had to shake loose a 
response. 


On May 13, 1975, Miss Grabenstein received another 


$168.22 for a total payment of $432.34, which included the $1 
filing fee for each garnishment, the sheriff's costs for serving 
each garnishment order, court costs and 8% annual interest. 


Simple And Cheap 


The initial Small Claims Court procedure is relatively sim- 


ple and cheap. Last year 941 plaintiffs filled out the simple 
petition in either county or city court, paid their $3 filing fee 
plus the cost of serving papers — $1.05 and up. 


The court session is informal — no attorneys are needed. 


Each side simply tells its story, complete with records and pic- 
tures hi some cases; the judge often asks questions. 


If no compromise can be reached during this trial, the 


judge determines who is at fault. Then there is a 10-day period 
to appeal the case, pay the money owed or return the goods in 
question. 


Some cases are cleared simply. In one case the judge ruled 


that a woman could just go get the dining room table she had 
loaned her husband's ex-wife several years earlier. 


Many become more complicated. 
Though the city and county courts have no statistics, most 


people who have worked with small claims agree that quite a 
few people do not initially fork over the money the judge says 
they owe. 


A survey of more than 50 small claims cases on the city 


court books shows that one-fourth of the plaintiffs awarded a 
judgment had used the garnishment procedure to get an un- 
willing defendant to pay up. 


Garnishment is the easiest of the three methods of collec- 


ting on judgments; and about the only method which can be 
tried without the help and cost of an attorney. 


Through garnishment, the court orders that money owed 


be taken from a person's bank account, paycheck, or hi some 
tenant-landlord disputes, subtracted from the rent owed. 


The forms used for civil garnishment are easily copied and 


the County Court small claims office has a duplicated version 
for its patrons. 


Legwork Done By Plaintiff 


But the court office cannot help do the legwork and that 


means tracking down where a defendant banks or works. 


"Now you become a detective," boomed County Judge 


Ralph Slocum during a recent small claims trial. 


The young woman had won her case in the easiest way — 


by default. The defendant had not shown up in court. 


"Now you have to find out where she may work or bank. 


Good hick; that's all I can say," the judge told her. 


For many people it takes both luck and perseverance and 


in some cases an attorney's help to collect on a judgment 


The other two ways to force a judgment payment — 


execution and lien — are complicated. For example, in taking 
property by execution the plaintiff must be absolutely certain 
the defendant owns the car or trailer free and clear. 


"Hire a lawyer" is about the only help small claims office 


workers can give in these cases. 


And that advice costs money. 
An informal poll of some Lincoln attorneys revealed that 


getting legal assistance to obtain post-judgment claims can 
cost nothing or run beyond |250, plus courhxsts for a trial if 
that becomes necessary. 


One lawyer said he's handled two or three Small Claims 


Court follow-ups lor free. "Who's going to charge a guy for $26 
being sought?" he asked. But he noted that some young 
lawyers in a new practice cant afford that "sense of justice" 
and must reasonably charge the going rate. 


And the going rate ranges from $25 to more than $40 per 


hour.

The problem which ted to the small claims legislation in 


the first place is the same problem which can hamper getting a 
judgment collected. "There's not enough money involved to 
justify a lawyer's time," one attorney said.

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Sutherland Residents Wonder

Sutherland - One of the bloodiest mass 


murders in Nebraska history has this Lincoln 
County community pondering just one main 
question — why? 


Still visibly shaken from a tension-filled 


Saturday night, the town's MO residents are 
stymied as to a reason for the shootings that 
virtually wined out the Henery Kellie family. 
The six victims were Kellie, his wife Marie, 33- 
year-old son David, and three grandchildren. 


"There just wasn't any motive, there 


couldn't have been," said a grieving Mrs. A. B. 
Shively, 76. 


Leaving no immediate family except a 


daughter, Mrs. Melvin Brown and her 
minister husband of Boulder, Colo., the 
Kellies were probably closer to Mrs. Shively 
and her husband than anyone hi town. Both 
couples are long-time residents of this com- 
munity. 


Mrs. Shively said she was particularly 


shocked to hear that Erwin Charles Simants, 
woo was living next door to the Kellies, was 
charged with the slayings. She explained that 
Mr. Kellie "had baited Simants out of jail 
recently and was trying to help him." 


"Henery had done this sort of thing for 


years," she continued. "If anybody needed a 
helping hand, he'd give it to them." 


According to Mrs. Shively, the murder 


suspect had been doing odd jobs to repay 
Kellie for money advanced for the fine. 
Simants, 29, has alternated between a North 
Platte residence and living here with his 
sister, Mrs. Bill Boggs and husband. 


Divorced, Simants has been unemployed for 


several weeks. He reportedly worked at a 
Hershey grain elevator at one time. 


He Has Relatives In Area 


Described as a "pretty quiet individual," the 


accused has several brothers and sisters living 
in the area. His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Amos 
Simants, have been residents of Sutherland for 
several years. 


According to bartender Jack Humphrey, the 


murder suspect was in his bar Saturday night 
"either just before or after" the purported 
time of the crime. He said he was "too busy to 
know the exact time." 


"I remember serving him just one beer and 


he left," the bartender said. "He didn't appear 
to be drunk." 


Humphrey said he has known Simants for 


some tune and "I've seen him around the bar 
lots of times." 


"He's never been a troublemaker at all," he 


said. "The guy never even gets loud or 
anything like that." 


Neighbor A Co-Worker 


A neighbor two houses from the scene of the 


slayings, Mrs. Laura Woodard, said she has 
worked the past 14 years with Mrs. Kellie at 
the local Moore Nursing Home. Mrs. Kellie 
cooked at the home, then joined her husband 
there on Sunday afternoons to help hold 
chapel services. 


But this Sunday the services were canceled. 


The Rev. Nels Ibsen, pastor of the Wesleyan 
Church which the Kellies attended, called the

services off out of respect to the volunteer 
couple. 


According to Mrs. Woodard, "such a tragedy 


has this whole community in shock." She also 
is mystified at any motive for the crime. 


'We May Never Know Why' 


"I just can't understand it... Marie was a 


real close friend," she continued. "We may 
never know why it happened. 


Semi-retired, Kellie did some farm work to 


supplement his Social Security. He and his 
wife had adopted the one granddaughter, vic- 
tim, Florence, whose mother had been killed 
in an auto accident. 


The other two youngsters, Deanne and 


Daniel, lived with their father about a block 
from the elder Kellies. The three were visitng 
at the home when the tragedy occurred. 


Funeral services for all six victims will be at 


2 p.m. Wednesday at the Sutherland school 
auditorium, the Rev. Verneeda Brown of 
Arthur officiating. The Rev. Mr. Ibsen will 
assist. 


Man Charged

N O R T H PLATTE, Neb. (AP)-A 29- 


year-old, unemployed bachelor appeared Sun- 
day for arraignment in Lincoln County Court 
on six counts of first-degree murder. 


Charged in the Saturday night deaths of 


six members of a Sutherland family is Erwin 
Charles Simants, who had lived next door to 
the victims during recent weeks. 


The victims, Henery and Marie Kellie, their 


son David, and their three grandchildren, 
were shot at close range in their tiny, five- 
room house. 


The house sits at the end of a lonely dirt 


road at the northern edge of this sleepy, 
prairie town. 


The bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Kellie, and those 


of the three children, Florence, 10; Deanne, 6, 
and Daniel, 5, were found in the house. David 
Kellie, 33, died in a North Platte hospital 
shortly after his transfer there, officials said. 


After a closed door session in which Lincoln 


County Atty. Milton Larson listed his reasons 
against the setting of a bail, Judge Ronald 
Ruff denied the bond in open court. The bond 
request was made by Keith Systran, the 
public defender appointed by Ruff in the case, 
and Ruff set Wednesday morning at 9 a.m. for 
a preliminary hearing. In addition, Ruff also 
appointed an assistant public defender, 
Leonard Byhnalek. 


Ruff told Simants and his attorneys that 


they could return to court within 24 hours to 
give more detailed reasons for seeking bond. 


Simants, a slender 5 feet, 7 inches tall, and 


weighing about 130 pounds, wore blue- 
stripped denim jail fatigues as he stood before 
the judge. He was handcuffed to sheriff Gor- 
don Gilster at all times. Simants sat with his 
head bowed as the charges against him were 
read, and showed no emotion as he answered 
the judges inquiries with a barely-audible 
voice. 


Security in the courthouse was tight, and 


only newsmen and those directly involved in 
the case were admitted. Newsmen were 
searched for cameras and tape recorders as 
they entered the courtroom. 


After the hearing, which lasted a little more 


than 30 minutes, Simants was taken to the Lin- 
coln County Jail. 


Under Nebraska law, conviction on first- 


degree murder charges is punishable by death 
in the electric chair or life imprisonment. 


Simants' capture ended an uneasy night in 


which the shocked residents of this tiny prairie 
community were asked to bolt their doors 
tightly. 


"I can't imagine it in a little town like this," 


said Clyde Linstrom, who said he talked with 
Simants' father, Amos, a short time after the 
shootings. 


As the two men stood near the Kellie home, 


the elder Simants tearfully said, "My son 
killed five or six people here," according to 
Linstrom. 


Linstrom said the elder Simants told him 


that his son told him of the slayings, and that 
he suggested Erwin turn himself in. 


Instead, he fled. 
During the night, law enforcement officers 


conducted an unsuccessful, street-by-street 
search for Simants. 


About 11 hours after the shootings oc- 


curred, Simants was captured at the home of 
his brother-in-law and sister, Mr. and Mrs. 
William Boggs, where he had lived recently. 
The Boggs residence is next to the Kellie 
home. 


Gilster said Simants, after a night of 


wandering, went to the Boggs home Sunday 
morning, but no one would let him in. 


The Boggses then alerted authorities, and 


the capture was made minutes later, as 
Simants tried to flee. 


Simants gave up with little resistance, and 


no weapons were found on his body. During 
the night, a .22-caliber rifle believed used in 
the shootings, was found near the Kellie 
home. 


Gilster said Simants told him that he went 


to both of the bars in town after the shootings, 
and had a beer at each. Later, according to 
Gilster, Simants "wandered in the weeds," 
near the scene of the crime. 


During the night, Larson, 27, puzzled over 


the slayings, and the puzzle remained unsolved

Sunday. Gilster said authorities still had not 
determined a motive for the slayings. 


"It's senseless," said Larson, a 1972 


graduate of the University of Nebraska Law 
School who took over as the chief prosecutor 
here only last January, "It was awful to 
behold." 


Linstrom's wife, an ambulance attendant, 


was one of the first to arrive at the Kellie 
home after the shootings. 


"My first thought was my God! — what 


happened," said Mrs. Linstrom. 


She said she found David Kellie lying on the 


floor in a doorway between the living room 
and kitchen, the body of his son, Daniel, was 


draped over him. Mrs. Kellie. according to 
Mrs. Linstrom, was crumpled up on the floor 
near the couch in the tiny living room, and 
Deanne's body was crouched up in corner "as 
if she had been hiding." 


The bodies of Florence and the elder Kellie 


were found in a bedroom at the rear of-the 
house. 


Florence, whose mother was killed in an 


auto accident several years ago, had been 
living with her grandparents, while David and 
his children had apparently stopped for 
dinner, as was their normal practice, said Mrs. 
Linstrom. 


Default Wouldn't Stop N.Y.C. From Closing 


NEW YORK (AP) - Mayor Abraham D. 


Beame said Sunday that even if New York City 
defaulted and was thereby spared from paying 
interest on its debts, it would still be $1 billion 
short of the cash needed to meet payrolls from 
December to March. 


"We'd have to close up the city," he said, 


denying claims that default would hurt only 
banks and investors holding city securities. 


The chiefs of the city's police, fire and other 


front-line unions said they planned to tell 
President Ford that default "could trigger 
riots and anarchy" if welfare and payroll 
checks were stopped. 


They said a scheduled appointment Monday 


morning with Ford had been postponed until 
Oct. 28 and that Sen. James L. Buckley, CR- 
N.Y., would go to the White House instead to 
urge federal subsidies to restore police and 
fire departments to their pre-budget-cut size. 


Buckley has opposed any proposals for 


federal aid. 


Beame disclosed the city's desperate cash* 


flow position on the NBC program "Meet The 
Press" before flying here for an unusual Sun- 
day meeting of the Emergency Financial Con- 
trol Board. 


With Gov. Hugh L. Carey to the chair, the 


Control Board was considering $200 million of 
new budget slashes which Beame said would 
mean firing thousands of city employes. 


Fiscal experts were also studying a new 


"California Plan" for a federal agency to serve 
as a lender of last resort to New York and 
other financially-threatened municipalities. 


The law says the new austerity program 


must be approved, rejected or revised by Mon- 
day to order for the state's $2.3 billion aid 
program for the city to come into full effect. 


Beame and the union chiefs said they 


dreaded the street effects of default. 


Treasury Secretary William Simon said on 


ABC's "Issues and Answers" that Vice Presi- 
dent Nelson Rockefeller also feared default 
would be catastrophic but that he and Ford 
did not agree. 


"Nelson says it would be catastrophic 


because he assumes that essential services 
would be cut," he said. "The greatest city to 
the world must continue to provide essential 
services." 


Simon suggested the needed money could 


come if New York State imposed a new 2 or 
3% sales tax to all its communities to support 
the city. He also suggested that New York 
State take over the city's share of the welfare 
burden. 


Carey has already turned down the tax 


proposal. 


Simon was formerly a partner to the New 


York brokerage firm of Salamon Brothers and 
a leading expert to the sale of New York City 
securities.

Town Finds 
Problem: Too 
Much Money 


CONWAY, Ark. (AP) - While 
New York City totters on the 
brink of financial disaster, this 
Central Arkansas town of about 
18,500 has the problem of too 
much money. 
Conway has paid off a bond 
issue 16 years early. An improve­ 
ment bond tax already had been 
figured in this year’s statements, 
so the city expects to collect 
about $10,000 extra by the end of 
the year. 
“ We re thinking of some 
system where the citixens can 
come by City Hall and get a re­ 
fund check,” Mayor Jim A. 
Hoggard, 30, said Sunday. “ We 
don’t know legally what we can 
do with it. The state auditor said 
we would have to come up with 
a legal procedure for giving the 
money back. I ’ve asked for a city 
attorney’s opinion. 
“ If it can be used for some 
other city purpose, we will use it 
for some other purpose. If it can 
be refunded, we will refund it. 
We’re trying to do what’s legal.” 


In 1965, voters approved $92,- 
500 in bonds for construction of a 
new City Hall and $62,500 for air­ 
port improvements. 
The city was able to retire the 
bonds early, Hoggard said, 
because “new industries have 
come to town, and we’ve had 
about a 20% increase in popula­ 
tion. Inflation also has increased 
property values, thus more tax 
money is coming in.” 


Whitlam squeaked through the 
elections with a reduced majori­ 
ty but failed to gain control of 
the Senate. 
The Liberal Country coalition 
dumped Bill Snedden as leader,

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362,000 Reply 
To King's Call 


RABAT, Morocco (AP) - 


Nearly 362,000 volunteers have 
signed up for King Hassan II's 
proposed peaceful march of con- 
quest to back Morocco's claim to 
sovereignty over the mineral- 
rich Spanish Sahara, the official 
Moroccan-news agency reported 
Sunday. ' 


Within $ hours of the 44-year- 


old kin£s call for 350,000 
volunteers' to follow him on an 
unarmeJ march into the 
neighboring territory, more than 
that number had registered in 
recruiting-offices throughout the 
country, the agency said. 


It said recruiting offices would 


continue to register volunteers 
during the next few days, 
althoug^ the number of 
marcherwemains fixed at 350,- 
000 persons—10% of them 
women—Jwcause of the logistic 
problems-involved in supplying 
the demonstrators with food, 
water, tents and medical care. 


Officials plan to make a selec- 


tion of those most fit to under- 
take the march. 


The marchers are scheduled to 


begin moving Tuesday toward 
the southern border town of Tar- 
faya on trains, buses and trucks. 
From theje, they plan to walk 50 
miles over open desert to El 
Aaiun. tfie territorial capital 
where at least 15,000 Spanish 
troops are based. No date has 
been announced to start the 
walk, but Oct. 28 is considered 
likely 


Two political groups in the 


Spanish -Sahara said their 
followers would mass along the 
northern border to block the 
march bijt gave no indication 
how thejwwould do so. Leaders 
said the Saharans would begin 


moving toward the frontier on 
Wednesday. 


The Saharan groups involved 


are the Spanish-supported 
National Union party and the 
Algerian-backed Polisario Front, 
which claims the allegiance of 
75% of the territory's 80,000 peo- 
ple. 


Official Moroccan sources said 


King Hassan sent a personal 
message to U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger to un- 
derline Morocco's determination 
to go ahead with the march un- 
less Spain, in a last-minute 
reversal of policy, recognizes 
Morocco's right to the Sahara 
territory. 


Sources said the message, 


delivered in Washington on 
Friday by Ambassador 
Abdelhadi Boutaleb, stressed 
Morocco's "resolve to recover 
its (Sahara) territory by all possi- 
ble means." 


Spain is making plans to give 


up control of the territory but 
favors a U.N.-supervised 
referendum to decide its future. 
However, Morocco claims 
sovereignty over the northern 
part, and Mauritania, another 
neighbor, claims southern and 
eastern portions. 


Moroccan officials apparently 


hoped for some Western support 
in the emergency session of the 
U.N. Security Council, due to 
meet at Spain's request Monday 
in New York. 


The Spanish government 


called on the council to halt the 
Moroccan march, which it 
described as "a threat to inter- 
national peace and security." It 
said Spanish forces would fight 
back if attacked by regular 
Moroccan forces.

PARIS (AP) - Since timid beginnings 


after World War II, the French ready-to- 
wear industry has exploded into a very big 
game, with a 1974 turnover of more than 
$1.5 
billion and Germans the biggest 


buyers. 


Everybody is in on this, from the 


smallest artisan-level manufacturers to the 
big couturiers, who put out their next 
season's ready-to-wear well ahead of the 
supposed "prototypes" of the haute 
couture. 


Now is the best time for buyers to pick 


up their ideas and purchases for next 
summer. 


Paris designers didn't seem to get the 


idea on sportswear at first, and some yean 
ago bowed to California. They caught on 
fast, and are now applauded for dresses 
and pants that are casual, fun for the sun. 


Christiana Bailly chose a loose look, with 


mid-calf or long cotton dresses in shades of 
solid blue, rose or brown. Wide cap or 
longer sleeves on bloused tops go over 
modified tube skirts or long pants. 


Like other sportswear designers she has 


brought in baggy pants. Some are real Ara* 
t>Un nights numbers, woen with vests and 
flat sandals that lace up the leg to the pants 
that end at mid-calf. 


Young designer Jean-Charles de 


Castelbajac is pessimistic for next 
summer's weather forecast, and specializes 
in rainwear. Even his bikinis have hooded 
nylon ski jackets over them. 


The dresses, usually In thin white or 


oatmeal cotton, are ample, simple and 
belted, like acolytes robe*. But he goes to 
town on bright-colored rainwear, giving 
some of the jumpsuits a real astronaut 
look, complete with the square plastic win- 
dow in the hood.

Corporations Setting Up Legal Political Funds 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Spurred by a change in the law, 
major U.S. business cor- 
porations are moving to set up 
new, legal political funds similar 
to those of organized labor. 


United States Steel Corp., Sun 


Oil Co., Pan American World 
Airways, Standard Oil Co. of 
California, Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. and Anaconda Co. are in 
the vanguard of this trend. All 
have registered new political 
funds with the Federal Election 
Commission this year. 


The funds have relatively little 


money at the moment. They are 
awaiting a key decision this 


week from the election commis- 
sion that will determine how 
freely they may use corporate 
money in their operations. 


Observers predict even more 


large corporations will start 
their own funds as soon as the 
rules are clarified. The National 
Association of Manufacturers 
goes so far as to predict a "quiet 
revolution" in American 
politics. Few doubt that the new 
funds are, at least potentially, a 
counterweight to the political in- 
fluence of unions. 


A count by the U.S. Chamber 


of Commerce showed 65 
business corporations and 34 


banks and financial institutions 
had political funds registered at 
the end of August. Officials at 
the election commission say new 
corporate funds are being 
registered each week. "This is 
probably the most important 
trend we have seen this year," 
said one official. 


The funds generally plan to 


operate like those of labor un- 
ions and other interest groups, 
raising voluntary donations from 
individuals and using the money 
to support selected candidates. 


Corporations, like labor un- 


ions and national banks, are for- 
bidden by law from using their 


own funds to make direct 
political donations to federal 
candidates. This law has been 
enforced against dozens of cor- 
porations in recent years, es- 
pecially since the Watergate 
scandals. 


However, the law has long per- 


mitted corporations, unions and 
banks to set up separate funds to 
collect voluntary political 
donations. Those organized 
labor, including the AFL-CIO, 
the Auto Workers union, 
Machinists, Steelworkers and 
dozens of others pour millions of 
dollars into the campaigns of

minister narrowly won election 
to parliament Sunday, after 
protesting prostitutes failed in a 
plan to sabotage the balloting. 


Pierre Abelin, 66, the mayor 


of Chatellerault as well as 
minister for cooperation in 
President 
Valery Giscard 


d'Estaing's right-centrist govern- 
ment, got 52.6% of the votes to 
defeat a Socialist, Edith Oesson, 
who received 47.4%. 


The election, following the 


death of the local deputy, was 
considered a national test of 


Giscard's popularity. Abelin 
failed to win an absolute majori- 
ty a week ago, forcing the runoff 
Sunday. 


The 10 prostitutes from Lyons 


arrived Saturday and their 
leader said: "It's 
easy to 


sabotage an election. Just think 
— if there are 2,000 of us in this 
little city, the women will not let 
their husbands leave home, and 
there will be no vote." 


But the 2,000 she forecast did 


not turn up. 


Police reinforcements arrived 


and started questioning women 
on the streets to see if they were 
out of towners.

Although some corporations 


have operated political funds in 
the past — General Electric Co. 
and Hughes Aircraft Co. are 
prominent examples — they 
have traditionally lagged far 
behind union groups in 
organized political spending. In 
the 1972 campaigns the Hughes 
fund gave $61,165 to federal can- 
didates, while the AFL-CIO's 
fund handed out $824.301. 


Many corporations avoided 


political funds before this year 
because of some haziness in the 
law. 
Lawyers were split over 


whether the law allowed cor- 
porations with government con- 
tracts to run political funds. 
Since nearly every major cor- 
poration has government con- 
tracts, this stymied them. But 
the new amendments to the 
campaign laws that took effect 
Jan. 1 make it clear that govern- 
ment contractors may legally set 
up funds. 


The new law stimulates cor- 


porate political funds in another 
way, 
by limiting private 


donations by individuals to $1,- 
000 per candidate. Organized 
political funds may give up to 
$5,000 per candidate. 


As Washington attorney 


George D. Webster put it on Oct. 
11 in a speech to the Business 
Council, a high-powered group 
of top corporate executives: 


"With individual limits so low 
and fund raising so important, 
the need for such raising 
vehicles 
cannot 
be 


overestimated ... Through the 
use of such committees, we can 
learn to live with the law 
without turning politics over to 
those who would damage the 
American enterprise system." 


That line is echoed by Robert 


Griebner of the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, who has been urging 
formation of corporate political 
funds for years. 


This year Griebner says the 


executives are listening. So far 
this year he has held eight 
seminars on political funds, 
attended by 668 executives. 


Griebner says he knows of a 


number of corporations, large 
and small, that are planning to 
organize new political funds, but 
he won't reveal which ones. 


The future power of the new 


corporate political funds 
depends in large part on how 
freely they are allowed to spend 
corporate money for fund 
raising.

Cards Key To Parking Survey 


By LYNN ZERSCHLING 
Star Staff Writer 
If you park your car downtown sometime 
this week, chances are you’ll find a 
mysterious white card stuck on your 
windshield. 
Don’t panic. It’s not a traffic ticket. 
Don’t throw it away, city officials plead, 
it’s not an advertisement. 
Do fill it out, officials say, and drop it in 
the nearest mailbox. 


And, for those who want to see Kansas 
City consultants “go to the poorhouse,” 
just “send us beck those cards.” So says 
Herb Johnson of the consulting firm, who 
reports that each card mailed in will cost 12 
cents apiece. 
Parking Survey 
The white cards will help the consultants 
and the city traffic engineering staff gain 
information on motorists’ parking habits in 
a 10-block area downtown. The surveys are 
a major part of the $77,700 comprehensive 
parking study being conducted by the Kan­ 
sas City firm of Johnson, Brickell, Mulcahy 
and Associates. 
Johnson said he would like to set a 


record in Lincoln by receiving 50% of those 
postcards that are left on motorists’ 
windshields this week. However, he said, 
for the study to be statistically accurate, a 
25% return rate is needed. 
The postcard survey, along with personal 
interviews and survey of downtown 
employes, will determine the demand for 
parking downtown. 
At Satu ratio n Po in t 
“We definitely know we do have a 
saturation of parking now,” Johnson said. 
“The question is,” he asserted, “ how 
many people are being discouraged from 
coming downtown because of the lack of 
low cost parking.” 
In addition to finding out who parks 
where, how long they park there and why, 
the one-year parking study will attempt to 
determine persons’ attitudes about down­ 
town Lincoln. 
“ Do they feel safe downtown, do they 
like it, how often do they come here and 
what do they like or dislike” will be asked, 
he said. 
Data For Garages 
The study also will provide additional 
data on the need for parking garages in the 


downtown area and whether such projects 
can generate the revenues needed to 
finance the projects, Johnson said. The 
city’s proposed Centrum, a 1,000-car 
parking garage and retail center, will be 
considered in that analysis. 
Because of the tightness of the New York 
bond market, Johnson said the “ only way” 
to sell bonds now is to have “a sound study 
proving it (the garage) won’t go under.” 
“ We almost have to guarantee the 
project,” he said. 


Altern ativ es In clu d ed 
As a result, Johnson said the consultants 
will be reviewing other ways of bringing 
people downtown, such as mass transit, 
car-pooling and staggered work hours since 
it might not pay to build several municipal 
parking garages. 
The consultants also will study the four 
outlying areas of Havelock, Bethany, 
College View and University Place. 
The area south of the central business 
district and parking problems at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln’s down­ 
town campus also will be studied, Traffic 
Engineer Bob Holsinger said.

Sidney (AP) — A 43-year-old 
Kimball woman was found guil­ 
ty late Friday by a Cheyenne 
County District court jury of in­ 
tent to commit murder stem­ 
ming from the 1974 abandon­ 
ment of a newborn infant. 
District Judge John Knapp 
deferred sentencing of Mrs. Bar­ 
bara Swayze, pending comple­ 
tion of a presentence investiga­ 
tion. 
The 10-woman, two-man jury 
deliberated four hours before 
reaching the guilty verdict. 
Mrs. Swayze, was charged 
with trying to kill her newborn 
infant son by abandoning the 
child at the Lodgepole State 
Wayside area on Highway 30 
west of Kimball, in June, 1974.

The child was rescued and has 
been placed in a foster home, 
authorities said. 
Judge Knapp moved the trial 
to Sidney last month after a jury 
could not be seated at Kimball.

T/7 Sleep On It" 


Whenever there was a big problem in 


Fun City, Mayor John Lindsay, with 
dramatic flair, would take off his coat, roll 
up bis sleeves and walk among the people, 
calming rioting minorities and ruefully 
eyeing stacks of uncollected garbage. 


Lindsay bad a lot of style, but unfor- 


tunately for him and the city he was one of 
a pack of miserable money mismanagers 
who were greatly responsible for putting 
the great city in the perilous position it oc- 
cupies today. In retrospect, Lindsay the 
appealing stylist was the most shallow of 
politicians and executives. 


The ruins are left to Abe Beame^a gray 


little man who in shirtsleeves- would look 
like any one of countless thousands of 
shopkeepers or cab drivers. He must 
preside over the possible financial ruin of 
New York, an oncoming disaster largely 
not of his making, although as a longtime 
municipal power-his hands are not entirely 
clean. Whether Beame has the ability to be 
a dynamic force in staving off disaster and 
patching together first a makeshift, first- 
aid type of solution and then a lasting plan 
for New York solvency remains to be seen. 


But he appealed at the eleventh hour 


to a man who has neither style nor sub- 
stance in our book. 


When Beame called President Ford in 


the early morning last week to notify him 
that the teachers' union had denied New 
York its pension funds tooneet obligations 
due Friday, and that the city was nearing 
default, the President's men told the 
mayor that Ford was asleep and would not 
be awakened. It could not have been a snap 
decision made at staff-level. 


Let them eat cake. 
His hands were washed of the city's 


misery and he got an uninterrupted good 
night's sleep. 


Of course everyone knows that Ford 


has made no bones about his feelings for 
New York's money problems. He has 
backed up his indifference any number of 
times by stating in no uncertain terms he is 
opposed to a federal bailout. 


He can score points in arguing his posi- 


tion, although he is by no stretch of the im- 
agination entirely correct. 


But his indifference was inarguably 


offensive. The President snuggled in his 
blankets while the Big Apple was bobbing 
in dangerous high seas. It might have 
helped restore confidence in leadership 
and helped his image to boot if the Presi- 
dent had at least listened to Capt. Beame, 
who Pt the time felt his ship was about to 
go down. That was a time when style might 
have counted for something. 


Judge, Jury, Executioner 


The shooting of Sherdell Lewis has 


been a hot topic of conversation in this 
community. One interesting line of 
reasoning goes to the point that the 
shooting was justified, not because Lewis 
was black, but because he had a bad police 
record and answered his front door with a 
rifle in hand. 


There are a substantial number of peo- 


ple who maintain that his record and his 
approach with a gun were the deciding fac- 
tors in favor of the shooting. We submit 
that this is a dangerous way of thinking. 


The principle of law enforcement in 


this country has been that suspects are 
taken alive, if possible, and given their day 
in court. That does not totally answer the 
Lewis case because it is disputed whether 
he could have been taken alive or not. 


But many conversations are heard that 


throw the "taken alive" theory out the win- 
dow. Officers are not supposed to shoot in 
any threatening situation. If they did, they 
would be shooting up the entire town. The 
fact is their job, by its very nature, includes 
many dangers, many threats to their life. 


What is important is that law enforce- 


ment fnaintain as high a value on life as 


anyone else. We cannot surrender this 
value in the area of law enforcement any 
more than we can in any other area of our 
national life. 


It is the principle of the value of 


human life that is at issue in the Lewis 
case. His color and his politfe record really 
have nothing to do with the matter, or least 
they should not have anything to do with it. 


It is vital that law enforcement officers 


maintain this value, even at some risk of 
their own person. That, after all, is what 
they are paid for and what the job by 
nature entails. If such a risk is more than 
they want to take, they should not be in 
the business. 


Anything less than this allows such of- 


ficers to become judge, jury and 
executioner, at their whim. In our system, 
the accused is entitled to a trial and that - 
rules out arbitrary execution on the spot. 


That is why a proper and objective 


settlement of the Lewis case is so impor- 
tant. And if people thought about it as 
carefully as they should, we think there 
would be less cavalier dismissal of the case 
among the citizenry.

Brace yourselves for the week that will be: 


Lincoln (Wednesday) — The Legislature 


today was unable to convene the special session 
called by Gov. Exon when only two 
senators showed up for the opening 
proceedings. 


Lt. Gov. Gerald Whelan waited two hours 


for a quorum before giving up for the day. 
Whelan rejected the suggestion of one senator 
that former senators sitting in the lobbyist 
balcony be temporarily sworn in to meet the 25- 
senator quorum. The other senator on hand for 
the scheduled opening session addressed the 
educational television cameras for about an 
hour before he was informed that they were not 
operating. 


Lincoln police were summoned to the 


rotunda shortly before noon to quell a riot 
which erupted when the lobbyists battled over 
the right to take the two senators to lunch. One 
senator was treated and released from Lincoln 
General Hospital, suffering from what a 
hospital spokesman described as "a badly 
twisted arm." The other lawmaker was later 
treated for a stomach disorder after being seen 
having lunch at a number of Lincoln 
restaurants. 


Shortly after the riot broke out at the 


Statehottse, Lancaster County Sheriff Merle 
Karnopp left on what his office described as "an 
extended vacation." Lincoln's new police chief, 
George Hansen, returned to California, leaving 
behind a handwritten statement which Mayor 
Helen Boosalis presumed to be his official 
resignation. "Who needs it?" the statement 
read. The City Council voted 4-3 to meet next 
Monday and discuss the situation. 


Meanwhile, informed of the inability to 


acquire a legislative quorum, Gov. Exon 
went into seclusion with his advisors, promising 
a statement in the morning. "It's the worst 
news I've had since the Cardinals folded in the 
stretch," Exon told a reporter.

number of legislators on hand in Lincoln to 
four, just 21 short of a quorum. Their 
appearance in the legislative chamber prompted 
a standing ovation from the lobbyist balcony. 


Exon later signed extradition papers for a 


group of Omaha senators who fled across the 
river to Council Bluffs, where they attempted to 
place themselves in protective custody with 
local law enforcement officials. Iowa Gov. 
Ray reached an agreement with Exon under 
which he will return the senators if Nebraska 
will also take Carter Lake. "It's a stiff price," 
Exon said, "but we'll pay it.", 


Guardsmen encountered scattered 


resistance in some portions of the state, but 
local citizens captured and turned over one 
senator, requesting the governor to keep the 
Legislature in session for the rest of the year. 
"I've been thrown out of better places," the 
senator declared, announcing his plans not to 
seek re-election next year. 


Exon met briefly with the press toward the 


end of the day, praising Guardsmen for their 


' performance. The governor said he expects the 


Legislature to be in session Friday. "They've 
got to get here in time for the Colorado game 
anyway," be noted.

Lincoln (Friday) - The Legislature finally 


convened its special session today, with more 
than 40 senators on hand at one time or other 
during the day. 


One senator was hospitalized when he 


became hysterical during a floor speech. "I 
know he's going to run for the Senate; I just 
know he is," the lawmaker wailed as they took 
him away. 


Gov. Exon addressed the lawmakers, 


outlining his proposals on tax and spending 
policies. His appearance was marked by a series 
of unusual incidents. The governor did not take 
his usual path up the center aisle, which was 
clogged by a number of outstretched senatorial 
legs. After he made his way up a side aisle to 
the rostrum, he turned around and went back to 
the rear of the chamber where he could address 
the senators while seeing their faces. His speech 
was occasionally interrupted by strange noises 
and unusual pedestrian traffic. Exon abruptly 
completed his speech in 10 minutes when one 
'senator requested a quorum call. A count of the 


house showed two senators present at the time, 
and they escorted the governor back to his of- 
fice. 


Later, the Gnart was summoned agate to 


staid watch at the Lincoln airport, at railroad 
and bus depots and at roadblocks on all 
highways leading out of the city. Senators were 
expected to reconvene at Memorial Stadium at 
1:M P-m.

Spotlight on Agriculture 
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Vet Complex Size 


W* ‘ * 
Three Times Old

“ Sometimes* I do get the 
feeling I was born 20 years too 
early,” said Dr. Marvin J. 
Twiehaus, chairman of the 
Department of Veterinary 
Science at the University of 
Nebraska. 
Twiehaus will retire from his 
post this winter to make way for 
a new department chairman. His 
replacement will select a staff 
for new veterinary science com­ 
plex at the university. 
“This new building will more 
than triple the space we had in 
the old complex. There are a lot 
of tests we can conduct in the 
new facility that are impossible 
in the old one,” Twiehaus said. 
Twiehaus and Dr. Oliver D. 
Grace are eager to show off the 
new facility but said. “There 
isn’t much to see but building 
yet.” They expect to move into 
the building around Jan. 1. The 
research facility will be com­ 
pleted in October of 1976 and the 
administration building in 
January of 1977. 
‘Finest In Midwest 
“When it is a ll done, it will be 
the finest vet complex anywhere 
in the Midwest, perhaps in the 
United States,” Twiehaus said, 
adding that this is fitting since 
livestock is the largest industry 
in Nebraska. 
Twiehaus said the shortage of 
construction projects in the state 
produced delightfully low bids, 
allowing the funds available to 
be stretched to cover most new 
equipment needed. 
“ We have a few microscopes, 
tables and minor things we will 
need to buy out of operating 
funds. But for the most part, we 
are in good shape for equipment. 
Staffing is another matter, 
however,” Twiehaus said. 


Adequate financing and per­ 
sonnel both present problems 
for staffing the complex. 
Twiehaus said the department 
needs additional funding, but 
even with the extra money, fin­ 
ding qualified personnel will be 
a problem. 
“Several new vet schools are 
being developed, which will put 
a drain on staff veterinarians 
throughout the nation,” 
Twiehaus said. 
Grace is particularly proud of 
the incinerator equipped to dis­ 
pose of unwanted pesticides, 
dead animals and any diseased 
material that may enter the com­ 
plex. 
Disease Spreading Controlled 
The plant operation isolates 
several sections to minimize the 
opportunity for any disease to 
leave the building. 
Most of the building’s 
laboratories, the separate 
shower facilities for male and 
female veterinarians, and the 
operating rooms will be closed 
to the public to prevent the 
spread of disease. “All employes 
who work with specimens will 
change into lab clothing from 
their street clothing and will 
shower before leaving,” Grace 
said. 
Another feature will be 
private consulting rooms so 
farmers and veterinarisn can dis­ 
cuss problems in an area that 
offers privacy. Farmers will also 
be able to visit with the 
veterinarian through a window 
equipped with a speaker to 
protect the farmer from any dis­ 
ease. 
The system also will have a 
recording system so a 
veterinarian doing an operation 
can record his discovery im­ 
mediately to be typed later by a 
secretary.

Twiehaus said the system 
would be partially financed by 
fees from out-of-state specimens 
and perhaps for some in state 
specimens. 
Fees Discouraging 
“ I don’t like to charge 
Nebraskans a fee, but some of 
these tests are quite expensive,” 
he said. The danger in charging a 
fee is that farmers might be dis­ 
couraged from bringing in a 
problem that could endanger the 
state’s livestock population, 
Twiehaus said. 
The two veterinarians fear 
that hoof and mouth disease or 
some other disease may be in­ 
troduced into the state. “There 
is so much travel between 
Nebraska and nations that have 
diseases that we must be geared 


up to deal with an outbreak im­ 
mediately. A disease outbreak 
could be tremendously expen­ 
sive to Nebraska,” Twiehaus 
said. 
The new complex could play a 
role in the new five-state 
veterinarian school now under 
study by Nebraska. North and 
South Dakota, Wyoming, and 
Montana. 
That issue will be discussed by 
the governors later this fall after 
the completion of a study of 
facilities available in the five 
states. 
“It would be kind of nice if it 
was built here in Nebraska, 
because we certainly have plenty 
of students who would like to 
have a chance to become a 
veterinarian,” Twiehaus said.

been? Has it been a price depres­ 
sant or not? Has it cost us sales? 
These questions worry many 
farmers, and take up a lot of 
time and space in news media, 
but few facts really are exposed 
in the midst of the politics and 
news releases 
First, it truly did cause a lot of 
jitters in the minds of overseas 
customers. However, they seem 
to feel the embargo is an effort 
to protect our regular customers 
for which they are grateful. 
Second, it did depress prices 
for a day or so after the an­ 
nouncements, but it hasn’t 
dropped prices below the cost of 
production on most farms. It 
may have caused some overseas 
customers to speed up 
purchases, offsetting any price 
depressing effect of the ban. 
Has it cost us sales? Perhaps, 
but we need to recognize that 
other countries had the grain to 
sell on the world, market 
anyway. They did sell some to 
Russia and Poland, but the U S. 
government has quietly speeded 
up PL 480 donations during the 
embargo so the overall effect 
hasn’t been easy to determine. 
And the unions actually did 
load the ship^, so there was only 
a limited delay in shipping and 
orderly movement of gram from 
farm to ship. 
One reason is that West Coast 
dock workers failed to join the 
Gulf Coast longshoremen in 
their delay to load ships. 
One definite harm that cannot 
be denied, however, is the jitters 
it caused in the minds of our 
regular customers. That caused 
them to look around for some 
alternative supplies of grain, just 
in case another embargo should 
effect their source of food. This 
is hard to measure in terms of a 


lost market, but is probably the 
most important effect of the 
whole mess.

Some of the earliest stoires 
about agricultural production 
give reports of children armed 
with stone-throwing devices who 
chased birds out of grain fields. 
Things haven’t changed much 
since the days of King Arthur, 
because the birds are still eating 
away at the fields around Lin­ 
coln. Huge flocks can be seen 
each evening returning from 
milo fields around the city. 
Not all the birds are small 
ones either. In Iowa, some 
farmers have had entire fields of 
soybeans eaten by wild geese on 
their way south. If the geese 
happen to land in a seed field, 
the loss can run into several 
thousand dollars. 
Plant breeders fight back by 
developing grain sorghum that is 
difficult for a bird to perch on to 
get at the grain. 
Some varieties even taste bad 
to birds in the later stages of 
their growth, but are all right for 
livestock when ripe. This is sup­ 
posed to discourage the birds 
when the grain is most 
vulnerable to bird damage.

Weekly Grain Report

The lack of orderly marketing 
was disastrous to both the grain 
market and the hog market this 
week. Both are directly related 
to the harvest. 
Farmers allowed hog numbers 
to back up while they were busy 
riding combines during the good 
harvest weather. They also have 
been selling some grain at 
harvest to pay bills, to avoid 
storage charges and just because 
it was harvested. 
If a few days of rain had 
slowed the harvest and im­ 
proved grain prices, hogs might 
have been marketed in a rush at 
severely depressed prices. 
Another factor in the grain 
market was the delay in the an- 
nouncement of a grain 
marketing agreement iwth 
Russia. Without that agreement, 
the grain traders were sure we 
are going to have larger stocks of 
grain and soybeans on hand at 
the end of the 1975 crop year 
than we had last year. This 
depresses the grain market 


because during this time of year, 
traders tend to base their 
decisions on stocks rather than 
on weather factors. 
Farmers know that their 
winter wheat crop is in trouble. 
Grain market specualtors, 
however, either don’t know it or 
are confident of ample precipita­ 
tion soon enough to vernalize the 
winter wheat so that a crop will 
grow next year. 
There is some wheat land in 
Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas 
that may not be planted at all 
due to extremely dry weather. 
The Soil Conservation Service 
already predicts a lot of soil will 
blow away unless we get rain in 
adequate amounts soon.

- Like New York City, this na- 
tion of 13 million people u faced 
with a serious money crisis, but 
it is more political than finan- 
cial A Senate controlled by con- 
servative opposition parties has 
refused to give the Labor party 
government funds to run the 
country.

The budget, which incor- 


porates appropriation bills to 
pay the armed forces and the 
civil service, had already passed 
the House of Representatives, 
where Whitlam has a three-seat 
majority, before going to the 
Senate, an upper house of review 
where the combined opposition 
outnumbers the government 90 
to 27 with three independent 
seats. 


Under hitherto accepted rules, 


the government, if defeated on a 
finance bill, should resign and 
new elections for the House and 


half the Senate would 
automatically follow. This has 
never before been tested, at uo 
government hi the 74 yean of 
the Australian Parliament has 
had a finance bill defeated,- 
although opposition parties have 
often controlled the Senate. 


The closest the nation came to 


this was hi May 1974 when the 
Liberal-Country party coalition 
said it would refuse to pass the 
budget. 


But the issue never came to a 


vote, because Whitlam, believing 
he could win an election, dis- 
solved both houses of Parlia- 
ment <n the grounds that the 
Senate had acted improperly on 
important legislation. 


Whitlam squeaked through the 


elections with a reduced majori- 
ty but failed to gain control of 
the Senate. 


The Liberal-Country coalition 


dumped Bill Snedden as leader, 
and elected Malcolm Fraser, an 
ultra-conservative, wealthy 
farmer who said at the time any 
government with a majority in 
the House should have the right 
to govern for a full three-year 
term, unless the government 
was guilty of "reprehensible" 
behavior. 


In the past year Whitlam's 


government has had a succession 
of political setbacks involving 
the conduct of Cabinet ministers 
and some of their personal staff. 


Whitlam fired his left-wing 


deputy prime minister and 
treasurer, Dr. Jim Cairns, 
following disclosures that he had 
misled the House on the ques- 
tion of raising loans. 


This was followed by 


allegations of constitutional 
irregularities by the government 
in attempting to raise an $8 
billion loan through overseas in- 
termediaries. 


This culminated last Tuesday 


in the firing of Minerals and 
Energy Minister Rex Connor 


Fraser then claimed this con- 


stituted reprehensible conduct, 
blocked the budget and 
demanded an election for the 
House of Representatives. 


Whitlam accused him of 


political vandalism and of put- 
ting democracy and the 
parliamentary system at risk. 


He refused to call elections 


and prepared to tough it out 
even though money to pay the 
civil service will last only four 
weeks 


Whitlam has two choices: 
— Quit and take his chances 


at a national election, but the 
polls indicate he would be 
roundly defeated. 


- Call a half Senate election. 


With this course he has a slim 
chance of gaming a working

The battle lines are drawn.

centerpiece,',wearing a smiling face and a coiffeur of 
gold and white mums or marigolds and greenery fresh 
from the garden. 


Or the jack-o-lantern may serve as a punch bowl 


for a party -» just hollow out a large pumpkin and line 
with aluminum foil. Or you may choose to use a large 
plastic jack-o-lantem as a punch bowl. 


If your young goblins and witches prefer a hot 


brew straight from the witches' cauldron, you can 
easily create one. 


Put the punch bowl into a large cast iron cauldron 


or plastic facsimile. Fill the space between the punch 
bowl and cauldron with crinkled aluminum foil. 
Simulate a fire under the pot with twigs, branches and 
crinkled red cellophane. 


The cauldron may also be placed on a tripod over 


a container of dry ice and water to create steam. 


And for sipping the Halloween drink, straws can 


be decorated with small cat or owl faces made from 
black construction paper or scraps o! vinyl fabric. For 
attaching the decoration to the straw, merely cut two 
small slits in the figure and slip the straw through the 
slits. 


For an easy-to-fix and effective decoration, cover 


a floor lamp with a white sheet using construction 
paper for the eyes and mouth to form a life-size ghost. 


Lincolnite Darlene Hamilton, who is one of the 


authors of a book, "Resources for Creative Pre-School 
Teaching," and is the co-author of another book to be 
published in early 1976, warns that the floor lamp light 
should not be left on beneath the sheet for any length 
of time. 


She suggests illuminating the ghost by other lights 


or by merely turning on the light of the covered 
floorlamp momentarily when someone enters the 
room and turning it off immediately afterward. 


Mrs. Hamilton said that the entire house can 


become decorated for Halloween with little expense or 


effort - using construction paper cut-outs of black 
cats, pumpkins and bats on drapes, lampshades, etc., 
and covering the permanently hung pictures in a room 
with Halloween pictures mounted on construction 
paper cut to fit the permanent picture size. 


Large candles, which may usually be used for 


Christmas, can become a Halloween decoration by 
merely taping or tacking a Halloween cutout to the 
side of the candle, she said. 


A fun project at a party for small children, ac- 


cording to Mrs. Hamilton, is to prepare in advance 
pumpkins cut from upholstery fabric or vinyl with but- 
tons attached in the appropriate places for the eyes, 
nose and mouth. 


Each child is then given several forms with button 


holes to be used for the features which can be but- 
toned on as the child desires to create happy, sad or 
unusual jack-o-lantem faces. 


She said for very small children, felt works well 


and the buttons and buttonhole cutouts aren't 
necessary since other felt pieces will cling to the felt 
base. 


Orange balloons with jack-o-lantern faces painted 


on them can become very effective decorations, she 
said. 


As a means of deemphasizing the collecting of 


treats for small children, Mrs. Hamilton suggests 
sending a youngster dressed in clown costume with a 
handful of blown-up balloon jack-o-lanterns which the 
child may distribute to neighbors and friends. 


For a more elaborate jack-o-lantern balloon, Mrs. 


Hamilton suggests tieing a crepe paper ruffle around 
the balloon or fastening crepe paper streamers of 
black and orange from the balloon. 


Containers for handing out treats can be 


decorative and also a project for children in advance of 
the day, she said, suggesting covering large shortening 
or coffee cans with paper and glueing cutouts on them. 


The cans should be taped around the edges so they 


won't be rough or cut someone, she added. 


Instead of providing candy and the common 


sweets associated with Halloween, nutritious foods 
may be prepared — perhaps with the children's 
assistance in clever, Halloween motifs. 


Hamburgers can be some jack-o-lantern faces by 


the use of cheese for the mouth and eyebrows and ripe 
olive halves for the eyes and nose. These may be 


served open-face. 


Pumpkin faces may also be created on Individual 


pizzas for the youngsters. 


A quick-to-fix version of pizza can be made by 


using English muffins and a sauce made with instant 
tomato soup mix, sausage slices for the eyes and 
mouth, and parsley for the hair. 


Biscuit dough and sausages can be combined to 


make edible ghosts. 


Sandwich loaves can also be fun for children — 


providing a nutritious and decorative snack if the loaf 
is iced with orange tinted cream cheese which has 
been thinned with milk. 


Witches may be created from pears or yellow 


apples with cloves or nuts used for the facial features. 


The witches' hats may be cut from black construc- 


tion paper and the witch finished by placing the 
decorated pear or apple on a square of black paper to 
serve as a collar. 


Turning apples and oranges into jack-o-lantern 


faces can also become a contest for children at a party. 


Mrs. Kathy Hanna, nutrition consultant with the 


State Health Department, also suggests that nutrition 
and children's teeth be considered when selecting 
"treats" to be handed out at the door. 


She said sticks of sugarless gum are an inexpen- 


sive treat, and individual packets of cheese, crackers, 
sunflower seeds, peanuts and raisins are preferable to 
candy. 


Noting that because of problems with items which 


are not individually warpped, Mrs. Hanna suggests 
that a simple tag saying "Happy Halloween 
from 
" be attached to hand wrapped packets so 


parents will not be reluctant to let the child have the 
contents. 


She said by this means, dried fruits, colorful 


vegetables such as carrot sticks and radish roses can be 
given as treats. 


Mrs. Hamilton suggests making carrots into 


pumpkins — either a coin-size slice or a portion of a 
carrot carved in the shape of a pumpkin. A piece of a 
green toothpick stuck in the top finishes the edible 
creation. 


With a little time, cheese slices can be made into 


pumpkins for serving on cracker thins, she said. 


"Children enjoy small things," she said, noting 


that bite-size creations at a party can be attractive and 
at the same time nourishing for children.

parents, to enjoy the tradition of 
donning costumes and visiting 
door-to-door for treats, but af- 
fords an opportunity for parents 


to meet their neighbors. 


The program can also mean in- 


viting children or families over 
for a neighborhood party after 
treating, organizing a block 
masquerade party, or holding 
school festivities including 
costume competition. 


Although neighborhood and 


group parties are the ideal situa- 
tion for Halloween, door-to-door 
treating rounds can be an 
enjoyable part of the night — 
and safe, too, if ground rules are 
set forth by parents.

feature patches-or outlines of 
flourescent material. 


The Nebraska Optometric 


Association, which has issued a 
bulletin on Halloween safety, 
recommends the use of retro- 
reflective material on costumes. 


Roy Peck, president of the 


association, said the material 
used on shoes and clothing 
makes pedestrians safely visible 
to drivers even at speeds up to 70 
and 80 miles per hour. 


The material, which is usually 


either prismatic or beaded, can 
be purchased in iron-on, sew-on 
and stick-on varieties in most 
hardware and department 
stores. 


"Let the kids make up their 


own designs with the material," 
he said, adding, "Just be sure 
they will be visible from front, 
back and sides." 


Halloween safety measures 


are easy and inexpensive to do 
and "they go a long way in 
helping to make a holiday a hap- 
pier and safer one," Dr. Peck 
said. 


Masks are also a problem in 


obstructing a child's vision, so 
face makeup is encouraged in- 
stead of the traditional masks. 


General safety rules should be 


followed — crossing 
at 


crosswalks, no crossing between 
parked cars, staying on 
sidewalks.

Cards Key To Parking Survey

If you park your car downtown sometime 


this week, chances are you'll find a 
mysterious white card stuck on your 
windshield. 


Don't panic. It's not a traffic ticket. 
Don't throw it away, city officials plead, 


it's not an advertisement. 


Do fill it out, officials say. and drop it in 


the nearest mailbox. 


And, for those who want to see Kansas 


City consultants "go to the poorhouse," 
just "send us back those cards." So says 
Herb Johnson of the consulting firm, who 
reports that each card mailed in will cost 12 
cents apiece. 


Parking Survey 


The white cards will help the consultants 


and the city traffic engineering staff gain 
information on motorists' parking habits in 
a ID-block area downtown. The surveys are 
a major part of the |77,700.comprehensive 
parking study being conducted by the Kan- 
sas City firm of Johnson, Brickell, Mulcahy 
and Associates. 


Johnson said he would like to set a 


record in Lincoln by receiving 50% of those 
postcards that are left on motorists' 
windshields this week. However, he said, 
for the study to be statistically accurate, a 
25% return rate is needed. 


The postcard survey, along with personal 


interviews and survey of downtown 
employes, will determine the demand for 
parking downtown. 


At Satwatkw Point 


"We definitely know we do have a 


saturation of parking now," Johnson said. 


"The question is," he asserted, "how 


many people are being discouraged from 
coming downtown because of the lack of 
low cost parking." 


In addition to finding out who parks 


where, how long they park there and why, 
the one-year parking study will attempt to 
determine persons' attitudes about down- 
town Lincoln. 
' 


"Do they feel safe downtown, do they 


like it, how often d<T they come here and 
what do they like or dislike" will be asked, 
he said. 


Data For Garages 


The study also will provide additional 


data on the need for parking garages in the 


downtown area and whether such projects 
can generate the revenues needed to 
finance the projects, Johnson said. The 
city's proposed Centrum, a 1,000-car 
parking garage and retail center, will be 
considered in that analysis. 


Because of the tightness of the New York 


bond market, Johnson said the "only way" 
to sell bonds now is to have "a sound study 
proving it (the garage) won't go under." 


"We almost have to guarantee the 


project," he said. 


Alternatives Included 


As a result, Johnson said the consultants 


will be reviewing other ways of bringing 
people downtown, such as mass transit, 
car-pooling and staggered work hours since 
it might not pay to build several municipal 
parking garages. 


The consultants also will study the four 


outlying areas of Havelock, Bethany, 
College View and University Place. 


The area south of the central business 


district and parking problems at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln's down- 
town campus also will be studied, Traffic 
Engineer Bob Holsinger said.

While top-ranked Ohio State was blasting 
Wisconsin 56-0, No. 7 Michigan was going the 
Buckeyes 13 better and pulverizing 
Northwestern 69-0.

—No. 2 Oklahoma, despite 258 yards on the 
ground, needed the passing of Steve Davis, field

—Vince Ferragamo came off the Nebraska 
bench when Terry Luck suffered an eye injury, 
passed for two touchdowns and ran for two 
more as the No. 4 Cornhuskers held off 
Oklahoma State 28-20. 
— Bubba Bean’s two short first-half scoring 
runs gave No. 5 Texas A&M a 14-6 victory over 
Texas Christian, whose 16-game losing streak is 
the nation’s longest. 
—No. 6 Alabama pulled away from a shaky 
13-7 halftime lead and downed No. 16 Tennessee 
30-7 as Richard Todd ran for three touchdowns 
and passed for a fourth. 
—No. 8 Texas combined the defensive 
heroics of tackle Brad Shearer, who in­ 
tercepted a pass and recovered a fumble, with 
touchdown runs by Marty Akins, Earl Campbell 
and Gralyn Wyatt and outlasted No. 20 Arkansas 
24-18.

Notre Dame, No. 15, rallied for 21 fourth- 
quarter points and edged Air Force 31-30 on a 
one-yard plunge with less than 3V2 minutes left 
by freshman Jerome Heavens. 
No. 17 Michigan State scored in the third 
period on Charlie Baggett's six-yard run and 
Paul Rudzinski’s 27-yard pass theft to pull away 
from Minnesota 38-15. Eddie Ayers ran for 
three touchdowns, one on a 54-yard gallop, to 
lead No. 18 UCLA past Washington State 37-23. 
And No. 19 Maryland blanked Wake Forest 27-0 
as Larry Dick passed for 190 yards. 
Pete Johnson scored his 15th and 16th 
touchdowns of the season, Archie Griffin gained 
107 yards—his 27th consecutive regular-season 
100-yard game— and Tim Fox returned a punt 
75 yards as Ohio State recorded its most lop­ 
sided victory since a 62-0 thumping of Texas 
Christian in 1969. 
Wisconsin helped out by losing five of 10 
fumbles and didn’t cross midfield until the third 
quarter as Billy Marek was held to 38 yards, 
leaving the Big Ten’s all-time scoring leader 37 
yards shy of the 3,000-yard mark. 
“ We played well offensively and the defense 
was dynamic,” said Coach Woody Hayes. 
“That’s three straight shutouts against Big Ten 
opponents. And nobody has defensed Marek the 
way we did ... nobody.” 
Meanwhile, Michigan set a team record and 
equaled a Big Ten mark by rushing for 573 
vards. Harlan Huckleby, Gordon Bell and Rob 
Lytle combined for 362 yards and two 
touchdowns apiece, freshman Huckleby leading 
the way with 157 yards. 
It was Michigan’s most onesided victory 
since an identical 69-0 clobbering of Pitt in 1947 
and Northwestern’s worst drubbing since a 76-0 
rout at the hands of the University of Chicago in 
1899 
While Oklahoma's Joe Washington was 
having the poorest day of his brilliant 
career—49 yards on 18 carries and minus five 
yards on three punt returns—the defense and 
kicking game took over for the Sooners’ 26th 
consecutive triumph. Quarterback Davis, who 
completed seven of 14 passes for 117 yards, said 
it was “ terribly difficult to get ready for this 
game mentally” after facing Colorado and 
Texas in successive weeks.

The San Francisco Giants and 
New York Yankees were rained out three 
straight days at San Francisco that year. 
S u n d a y’s 
postponement changed 
the pitching plans of Red Sox manager 
Darrell Johnson for the sixth game. 
Johnson now will go with his ace, right­ 
hander Luis Tiant, who already pitched 
two complete game victories in the 
series. Southpaw Bill Lee, who had been 
scheduled to pitch the sixth game for 
Boston, will be the seventh game pitcher, 
if the series goes that far. 
Reds Manager Sparky Anderson 
originally said he would stick with Jack 
Billingham as his sixth-game starter but a 
few hours later announced that he will 
switch to Gary Nolan. Nolan pitched four 
innings in the third game, allowng three 


hits and a run before leaving with a stiff 
neck. Southpaw Don Gullett. the hard- 
throwing lefthander who beat the Red 
Sox in the fifth game, will be Cincinnati's 
starter if there is a seventh game. 
“ I'm angered, shocked and upset,” 
said Billingham on learning that he 
had been dropped as the starter for the 
sixth game. “ We had pretty good 
relievers all season.

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Vet Complex Size 
Three Times Old

"Sometimes*"*' do get the 


feeling I was born 20 years too 
early," said Dr. Marvin J. 
Twiehaus, chairman of the 
Department of Veterinary 
Science at the University of 
Nebraska. . •. 


Twiehaus wfll retire from his 


post this winter to make way for 
a new department chairman. His 
replacement will'select a staff 
for new veterinary science com- 
plex at the uaftgrsity. 


"This new building will more 


than triple the space we had in 
the old complex. There are a lot 
of tests we can conduct in the 
new facility that are impossible 
in the old one," Twiehaus said. 


Twiehaus and Dr. Oliver D. 


Grace are eager to show off the 
new facility but said. "There 
isn't much to see but building 
yet." They expect to move into 
the building around Jan. 1. The 
research facility will be com- 
pleted in October of 1976 and the 
administration building in 
January of 1977.

"When it is BLdone, it will be 


the finest vet c&jfiplex anywhere 
in the Midwestfperhaps in the 
United States," • Twiehaus said, 
adding that this,is fitting since 
livestock is the largest industry 
in Nebraska. 


Twiehaus said the shortage of 


construction projects in the state 
produced delightfully low bids, 
allowing the funds available to 
be stretched to cover most new 
equipment needed. 


"We have a few microscopes, 


tables and minor things we will 
need to buy out of operating 
funds. But for the most part, we 
are in good shape for equipment. 
Staffing is another matter, 
however," Twiehaus said. 


Adequate financing and per- 


sonnel both present problems 
(or staffing the complex. 
Twiehaus said the department 
needs additional funding, but 
even with the extra money, fin- 
ding qualified personnel will be 
a problem. 


"Several new vet schools are 


being developed, which will put 
a drain on staff veterinarians 
throughout the nation," 
Twiehaus said. 


Grace is particularly proud of 


the incinerator equipped to dis- 
pose of unwanted pesticides, 
dead animals and any diseased 
material that may enter the com- 
plex. 
Disease Spreading Controlled 
The plant operation isolates 


several sections to minimize the 
opportunity for any disease to 
leave the building. 


Most of the building's 


laboratories, 
the separate 


shower facilities for male and 
female veterinarians, and the 
operating rooms will be closed 
to the public to prevent the 
spread of disease. "All employes 
who work with specimens will 
change into lab clothing from 
their street clothing and will 
shower before leaving," Grace 
said. 


Another feature will be 


private consulting rooms so 
farmers and veterinarian can dis- 
cuss problems in an area that 
offers privacy Farmers will also 
be able to visit with the 
veterinarian through a window 
equipped with a speaker to 
protect the farmer from any dis- 
ease. 


The system also will have a 


recording system so a 
veterinarian doing an operation 
can record his discovery im- 
mediately to be typed later by a 
secretary.

Tviehaus said the system 


would be partially financed by 
fees from out-of-state specimens 
and perhaps for some in state 
specimens. 


Fees Discouraging 


"I don't like to charge 


Nebraskans a fee, but some of 
these tests are quite expensive," 
he said. The danger in charging a 
fee is that farmers might be dis- 
couraged from bringing in a 
problem that could endanger the 
state's livestock population, 
Twiehaus said. 


The two veterinarians fear 


that hoof and mouth disease or 
some other disease may be in- 
troduced into the state. "There 
is so much travel between 
Nebraska and nations that have 
diseases that we must be geared 


up to deal with an outbreak im- 
mediately. A disease outbreak 
could be tremendously expen- 
sive to Nebraska," Twiehaus 
said. 


The new complex could play a 


role in the new five-state 
veterinarian school now under 
study by Nebraska, North and 
South Dakota, Wyoming, and 
Montana. 


That issue will be discussed by 


the governors later this fall after 
the completion of a study of 
facilities available in the five 
states. 


"It would be kind of nice if it 


was built here in Nebraska, 
because we certainly have plenty 
of students who would like to 
have a chance to become a 
veterinarian," Twiehaus said.

REAP or RBCP programs of 
past years. There has been more 
or less a continuous opposition 
to farm conservation programs 
ever since the-Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget was es- 
tablished. Trtfman's was the last

These questions worry many 


farmers, and take up a lot of 
time and space in news media, 
but few facts really are exposed 
in the midst of the politics and 
news releases 


First, it truly did cause a lot of 


jitters in the minds of overseas 
customers. However, they seem 
to feel the embargo is an effort 
to protect our regular customers 
for which they are grateful. 


Second, it did depress prices 


for a day or so after the an- 
nouncements, but it hasn't 
dropped pnces below the cost of 
production on most farms. It 
may have caused some overseas 
customers to speed up 
purchases, offsetting any price 
depressing effect of the ban. 


Has it cost us sales? Perhaps, 


but we need to recognize that 
other countries had the grain to 
sell on the world, market 
anyway. They did sell some to 
Russia and Poland, but the U.S. 
government has quietly speeded 
up PL 480 donations during the 
embargo so the overall effect 
hasn't been easy to determine. 


And the unions actually did 


load the shigs, so there was only 
a limited delay in shipping and 
orderly movement of grain from 
farm to ship. 


One reason is that West Coast 


dock workers failed to join the 
Gulf Coast longshoremen in 
their delay to load ships. 


One definite harm that cannot 


be denied, however, is the jitters 
it caused in the minds of our 
regular customers. That caused 
them to look around for some 
alternative supplies of grain, just 
in case another embargo should 
effect their source of food. This 
is hard to measure in terms of a 


lost market, but is probably the 
most important effect of the 
whole mess.

Some of the earliest stoires 


about agricultural production 
give reports of children armed 
with stone-throwing devices who 
chased birds out of grain fields. 


Things haven't changed much 


since the days of King Arthur, 
because the birds are still eating 
away at the fields around Lin- 
coln. Huge flocks can be seen 
each evening returning from 
milo fields around the city. 


Not all the birds are small 


ones either. In Iowa, some 
farmers have had entire fields of 
soybeans eaten by wild geese on 
their way south. If the geese 
happen to land in a seed field, 
the loss can run into several 
thousand dollars. 


Plant breeders fight back by 


developing grain sorghum that is 
difficult for a bird to perch on to 
get at the grain. 


Some varieties even taste bad 


to birds in the later stages Of 
their growth, but are all right for 
livestock when ripe. This is sup- 
posed to discourage the birds 
when the grain is most 
vulnerable to bird damage.

The lack of orderly marketing 


was disastrous to both the grain 
market and the hog market this 
week. Both are directly .related 
to the harvest. 


Farmers allowed bog numbers 


to back up while they were busy 
riding combines during the good 
harvest weather. They also have 
been selling some grain at 
harvest to pay bills, to avoid 
storage charges and just because 
it was harvested. 


If a few days of rain had 


slowed the harvest and im- 
proved grain prices, hogs might 
have been marketed in a rush at 
severely depressed prices. 


Another factor in the grain 


market was the delay in the an- 
nouncement of a grain 
marketing agreement iwth 
Russia. Without that agreement, 
the grain traders were sure we 
are going to have larger stocks of 
grain and soybeans on hand at 
the end of-the 1975 crop year 
than we had last year. This 
depresses the grain market 


bectuM during this time of year, 
traders tend to base their 
decisions on stocks rather than 
on weather factors. 


Farmers know that their 


winter wheat crop is in trouble. 
Grain market specualtors, 
however, either don't know it or 
are confident of ample precipita- 
tion soon enough to vernalize the 
winter wheat so that a crop will 
grow next year. 


There is some wheat land in 


Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas 
that may not be planted at ail 
due to extremely dry weather. 
The Soil Conservation Service 
already predicts a lot of soil will 
blow away unless we get rain in 
adequate amounts soon.

Ottawa (AP) - The govern- 


ment has changed the 
regulations of the National 
Energy Board to allow it to ar- 
bitrarily reduce natural gas 
exports now covered by long- 
term export licenses in the event 
of a Canadian gas shortage.

Americans Display Power 


MEXICO CITY (AP) - The 
United States’ youthful swim­ 
mers finished one-two in three 
events, won four in record time 
and Bruce Jenner set a Games 
record in the exhausting de­ 
cathlon Sunday as the Ameri­ 
cans began to exert their cus­ 
tomary, dominating influence in 
the Pan American Games. 
Only the effort of Jorge Del­ 
gado of Ecuador in the men s 
100 meter freestyle prevented an 
American sweep in the first full 
night of competition in swim­ 
ming, a longtime Yankee 
stronghold and the sport the 
Americans are counting on to 
restore them to their traditional 
position far in front of the rest of 
the 32-nation field. 


In all, the United States added 
10 gold medals to its growing 
horde in the busiest day of the 
two-week hemispheric cham­ 
pionships and now, at last, has 
an impressive lead over the am­ 
bitious Cubans. 
With only two final events out­ 
standing Sunday, the United 
States pushed its gold medal to­ 
tal to 47, compared with 32 for 
Cuba, in second place. Cuba held 
a surprising lead, built on the 20 
gold medals won by their weight 
lifters, through the first few days 
of the Games. 
The U.S. gold-silver-bronze 
total was 47-40-22. Cuba had 32-

Production Improves Grain Outlook 


Washington, D.C. - The 


world pain outlook in 1975-78 
has improved somewhat over 
the previous year due to higher 
production, particularly in North 
America and Asia, says an inter- 
national grain group, but future 
Prospects are still uncertain, 
with the continuance of low 
stocks and an increased demand 
on the market by some impor-

ting countries, chiefly the USSR. 


The Intergovernmental Group 


on Gains, which met at FAO 
headquarters in Rome, also said 
preliminary estimates for 1*75- 
79 indicate that wheat and 
coarse grain production may ex- 
pand by about 30 million tons, or 
nearly 3%. Import requirements 
are expected to increase for both 
wheat and coarse grain, and the 
group concluded that these 
could be met from exportable 
supplies. The group noted 
however that the picture is 
clouded as to the level of final 
USSR purchases, and uncertain- 
ties which continued to exist 
with regard to consumption. 


Mr. Sartaj Azia, director of the 


commodities and trade division 
of FAO, speaking on behalf of 
the FAO Director-General, told 
the group that the world "may 
have passed the immediate 
period of crisis experienced in 
the second half of 1974, but the 
food situation remains un- 
satisfactory, with no assurance 
of food security. 


"There is virtually no world 


food security," he said, "cereal 
stocks are not expected to im- 
prove significantly in the coming 
season, and wheat stocks may 
actually decline. Prices remain 
relatively high, placing a heavy 
burden on developing countries, 
and the world remains depen- 
dent on current crops for the 


fourth year in succession." 


With hopes for better crops hi 


many parts of the world, FAO is 
confident that the most urgent 
needs will be covered in 1975-76, 
partly by increased food aid, but 
scarcity conditions might con- 
tinue to persist in some 
developing countries. 


"If the Asian crop prospects 


remain satisfactory," he added, 
"There may not be any serious 
physical shortages, but many 
developing countries would face 
financial difficulties in meeting 
their import requirements, par- 
ticularly if prices were to in- 
crease further."

January Wins 
Texas Open

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) - 
Don January of Dallas birdied 
the second hole of a sudden* 
death playoff Sunday to defeat 
Larry Hinson of Douglas, Ga., 
and win the $125,000 Texas 
Open—his first Professional 
Golf Association title since 1970 
Both January and Hinson bo­ 
geyed the first hole of sudden 
death, Hinson missing a three- 
foot putt that would have won it. 


January got $25,000 for his bir­ 
die putt at the 7,038-yard, par-72 
Woodlake Club Course 


January dropped off the PGA 
tour for nearly two years in 1972 
to open a golf course design 
business. His last title was the 
Jacksonville, Fla., Open in 1970. 


“ I shall not leave the tour 
again,” January said. ‘‘They'll 
have to force me off next time. 
He was the PGA champion in 
1967 and has a lifetime ex­ 
emption from playing qualifying 
rounds at tournaments. 
January birdied the second 
extra hole on a three to four-foot 
putt after he bogeyed the first 
hole in the sudden death. Hinson 
missed a two-foot put on the first 
hole and bogeyed also. 
“ He gave me the breathing 
room,” January said of Hin­ 
son's missed putt on the first 
extra hole. “ It happens.” 
Gil Morgan, an optometrist 
from Wewoka, OJila., finished 
third He led the first half of tile 
tournament but fell back in the 
third round with a three over par 
75. 
t 


January got $25,000,, Hinson 
$14,250, and Morgan $8,875. 
The Texas Open earnings, the 
last chance of the season, made 
Morgan the 60th leading money 
winner on the PGA tour with 
$42,772 to give him a qualifying 
•exemption from next season’s 
tournaments. 
Hinson said he thought he had 
made the second hole, but that 
h is ball rolled across the lip of 
th e cup instead, giving January 
th e victory. 


On the first extra hole, he said 
irregularities on the green made 
him hit the ball a bit harder 
“ trying to make up for that. I an­ 
ticipated that it would curl faster 
than it did. I should have hit it 
my normal way.” 


Hinson, who finished 62nd in 
the season money winnings, said 
he was happy he played well at 
the Texas Open. “ It was the first 
time in a long time.”

Kansas City , Mo. (UPI)—Mor­ 
tar Board, Inc., a national 
women’s h onor society , h as ten­ 
tatively voted to admit men to 
th e society to avoid losing 
federal funds. 
Th e 60-vear-old society ’s ac­ 
tion came at a weekend 
emergency m eeting. Th e 
organization faced th e p ossibility 
of a cutoff of federal funds 
because it was not in comp liance 
with regulations banning dis­ 
crimination in federally funded 
p rograms. 
Th e delegates, students from 
167 colleges, rejected oth er alter­ 
natives to th e funding p roblem. 
Th ose included disbanding th e 
organization, disaffiliating it 
from universities, consolidating 
it with a men's h onor society or 
taking th e integration of sexes 
question to court. 
Th e ap p roved resolution now 
will be sent to Mortar Board 
ch ap ters for official ratification. 


“Ban jiu rong ee ch in ke nan,” 
h e said, and even th e traditional­ 
ly p olite Ch inese broke out in 
grins. 
Th e secretary exp lained h e 
h ad tried to say , “It is easy to 
p rep are a banquet, but it is h ard 
to be a good h ost.” In oth er 
words, th e “warmth of th e 
welcome” is wh at made th e 
evening enjoy able. 
Neith er leader mentioned th e 
Soviet Union directly , but Ch iao 
used code words Ch ina emp loy s 
to describe Moscow’s p olicies — 
“h egemonism” and “exp an­ 
sionism.” It is self-deceiving for 
th e United States to th ink it can 
find p eace by seeking Russian 
coop eration, h e indicated. 
“To base oneself on illusions, 
to mistake h op es or wish es for 
reality and act accordingly will 
only abet th e ambitions of 
exp ansionism and lead to grave 
consequences,” th e foreign 
minister said. 
Ch ina, h e continued, will not 
be fooled but will follow th e fun­ 
damental p olicy of self-reliance 
and indep endence. 
Th e Ch inese will “dig tunnels 
deep , store grain every wh ere 
and never seek h egemony ,” 
Ch iao stated as h e read from a 
text wh ich underlined th ose 
words. 
In th e same brief toast, Ch iao 
said U.S.-Ch ina relations are im­ 
p roving. “On th e wh ole,” h e 
said, “Sino-U.S. relations h ave 
moved forward in th e last few 
y ears” and “th ere is reason to 
believe th at Sino-U.S. relations 
will continue to move ah ead.” 
Kissinger, wh o is in Ch ina for 
th e eigh th time since 1971, 
answered th at “th ere is no 
relationsh ip to wh ich th e United 
S ta tes 
assigns 
g re a te r 
significance th an its ties with th e 
Peop le’s Rep ublic of Ch ina.” 


American p olicy is firmly 
based on “avoiding needless con­ 
frontations wh en it can do so 
with out th reatening th e security 
of th ird countries,” th e secretary 
stated. 
Th en h e added a key p h rase 
used to exp lain h is tolerance of 
such h arsh words as th ose used 
by Ch iao. “In th is p olicy ,” 
Kissinger said, “we will be 
guided by actions and realities 
and not rh etoric.” 


Oth er U.S. officials said 
Ch iao s remarks reflected earlier 
Ch inese statements and were no 
surp rise. All in all, th e officials 
said, Kissinger was encouraged 
and felt th e visit was off to a 
good start. 
Kissinger arrived in Peking in 
th e late afternoon and was 
greeted by Ch iao in a brief 
ceremony watch ed by a tiny 
group of Ch inese officials and 
members of th e American 
liaison mission. 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Veterans collected $446.4 million 
in GI Bill education benefits 
th ey were not entitled to during 
th e last fiscal y ear. 
Th e Veterans Administration 
h as managed to recover $333.5 
million of th e overp ay ment 
money , but millions more may 
never be collected. 
Th e p roblem dates to th e 
beginning of th e college p rogram 
30 y ears ago, but lately th e dollar 
total is increasing sh arp ly . 


“It h asn't p eaked y et,” say s 
Martin D. Carlin, th e VA official 
in ch arge of getting th e money 
back. He p uts th e blame on only 
a small p ercentage of veterans 
and sch ools. 
Th e main reasons for over­ 
p ay ments are veterans drop p ing 
classes or quitting sch ool, 


with out eith er th e college or th e 
veteran p romp tly notify ing th e 
VA. 
Th is situation h as been 
aggravated in recent y ears, say s 
th e VA, by th e congressional 
decision to give out ch ecks at th e 
start rath er th an th e end of each 
month . So, a veteran h as h is cash 
in h and if h e decides to drop out. 
Also, th e sh arp increase in 
p ay ments and th e number of 
veterans in sch ool are factors. 


Last y ear’s GI Bill budget was 
$4.2 oillion for 1.7 million 
Vietnam-era veterans in college. 
Singles receive $270 month ly ; a 
veteran with one dep endent, 
$321; with two dep endents, 
$366; with an allowance of $22 
for each additional dep endent 
th ereafter. Veterans under th e 
bill p ay th eir own tuition costs. 


Wh ile th e VA did recover 
$333.5 million, Carlin said in an 
interivew it declared anoth er 
$15.5 million uncollectable 
because th e veteran refused to 
p ay , went bankrup t, can’t be 
found, or died. 
Wh ere th e uncollected amount 
is significant, th e VA turns th e 
case over to th e General Accoun­ 
ting Office for furth er action. 
Program fraud carries a p enal­ 
ty of up to one y ear in p rison and 
a fine of $2,000. A notice of th e 
p enalty was included with th e 
November p ay ment ch ecks, one 
of several step s th e VA h as taken 
to cut down on overp ay ments. 
Th e VA will continue to try 
and collect th e balance of th e 
overp ay ments. So far, in th e 
h istory of th e p rogram, a total of 
$255.8 million is carried as out­ 
standing, but collectable. 


Still, th e VA sees itself as a 
h elp er, not a p oliceman. 
“We’re not going after th e 
veteran with a h ammer to get 
th e money . If a veteran is h aving 
trouble p ay ing it back, and if 
h e'll come to us, we’ll try to 
work out someth ing,” Carlin 
said.

Mafia Forced Informer Into Scheme

New York — One day last summer two 
men knocked on th e door of James 
Jelicks’s h ome in Barnegat, N.J. Th e 
visitors, Jelicks say s, were sent by th e 
Mafia. Th ey h ad tracked h im down because 
h e was a former undercover informer and 
witness for th e federal government. 
Under th reats th at h is family would be 
h armed, th e 31-y ear-old Jelicks said h e was 
forced to p lay a major role in a consp iracy 
to discredit federal investigations of 
organized crime activities in North ern New 
Jersey . 
Th e alleged sch eme, according to Jelicks 
and law enforcement sources, included th e 
manufacturing of fictitious tap e recordings 
of conversations with Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agents and th e p rep aration of 
false recantation affidavits. 
Th ese fake affidavits stated th at Jelicks 
h ad lied in testify ing against mob- 
controlled loan sh arks wh o were convicted 
in federal court. 
Jelicks h as told federal officials and a 
grand jury th at Joh n DeGilio, a convicted 
crime leader in Hudson County , was one of 
th e underworld figures wh o h ad h op ed to 
benefit from th e p lot. 


Th e alleged consp iracy , h owever, ap ­ 
p arently h as backfired. Jelicks secretly got 
in touch with th e New Jersey State Police 
and th e United States attorney ’s office and 
p rovided th em with details of h is involve­ 
ment in th e p lan. 
A h igh official in th e state p olice said 
Jelicks h ad p assed a lie-detector test before 
th e matter was turned over to federal of­ 
ficials. Jelicks recently testified before a 
federal grand jury in Newark and an in­ 
vestigation of h is ch arjges is under way . 
Jonath an L. Goldstein, th e U.S. attorney 
for New Jersey , declined to discuss th e in­ 
quiry , say ing it would be “inap p rop riate 


for me to comment on th is matter at th is 
time.” 


But a reliable source in th e Justice 
Dep artment, wh o is familiar with th e in­ 
vestigation, said: “We believe Jelicks’s 
story . It fits in with oth er information th at 
we h ave gotten indep endently .” 


Jelicks, wh o say s h e fears for h is safety , 
h as gone into h iding and is living ap art 
from h is wife and 9-y ear-old daugh ter and 
6-y ear-old son, wh o are also in h iding. 


A sp okesman for th e state p olice con­ 
firmed th at Jelicks h ad been a “tip ster” 
used in cracking organized crime activities 
in north ern New Jersey . Th e sp okesman 
said h e h ad been involved in investigations 
of illegal gambling and truck h ijackings in 
Jersey City and oth er Hudson County com­ 
munities. 
In 1970, Jelicks also became an informer 
for th e Federal Strike Force against 
Organized Crime and Racketeering, wh ich 
was th en h eavily committed to breaking up 
widesp read loan-sh ark and extortion 
op erations in Hudson County . 
From 1970 to 1974, Jelicks was a witness 
in more th an a dozen federal grand jury in­ 
vestigations. His courtroom testimony was 
instrumental in th e convictions of six p ur­ 
p orted Mafia members on loan-sh arking 
and extortion ch arges. 
Federal auth orities said Jelicks and h is 
family were in a witness-p rotection 
p rogram from January 1971 to May 1974. 
During th at time th e Jelickses — under a 
different name — lived in Pittsburgh , Ken­ 
tucky and Rh ode Island. 


Jelicks said h e h ad left th e p rogram 
voluntarily in 1974 following one attemp t 
on h is life and at least two warnings th at h e 
stop testify ing. Federal officials confirmed 
th at Jelicks h ad been sh ot in th e righ t arm 
during an ap p arent murder attemp t wh ile 
h e was living in Pittsburgh in 1972. 


After leaving th e witness p rogram and 
still using an assumed name,, th e Jelickses 
moved to th e Jersey sh ore area in th e 
autum of 1974. Last Aug. 4, Jelicks said, in 
th e Ocean County community of Barnegat 
h e was suddenly ap p raoch ed by th e two 
messengers from th e job. 


“Th ey told me, ‘We need y ou, we re not 
going to both er y ou, we’re not going to 
h arm a h air on y our h ead,’ ” Jelicks 
recalled in an interview. “But th ey also 
said, ‘You don’t want to walk around with 
th e death of y our wife and two kids on y our 
conscience.’ 
“I knew th ey could get my family , th at’s 
wh y I h ad to go along with th em,” said 
Jelicks, wh o is sligh tly built, 5 feet, 7 inch es 
tall. 
During th at first meeting in August, 
Jelicks said h e h ad been furth er in­ 
timidated by being sh own confidential 
government documents relating to h is sup ­ 
p osedly secret activities and wh ereabouts 
wh ile h e was in th e federal witness- 
p rotection p rogram. Th ese records ap ­ 
p arently h ad been stolen from files in th e 
U.S. marsh al’s office, wh ich sup ervises th e 
p rogram. 
As p art of th e p urp orted consp iracy to 
discredit th e U.S. attorney ’s office and th e 
strike force, Jelicks said, h e was ordered by 
organized crime figures to sign two recan­ 
tation affidavits. Th e affidavits, h e said, 
were taken by unwitting lawy ers after h e 
h ad been “reh earsed” by Mafia members. 
In th ese affidavits, Jelicks said h e was 
forced to say th at FBI agents and federal 
attorney s h ad p revailed up on h im to give 
false testimony at trials and before grand 
juries. 
He said h e h ad also been told to include 
in th ese affidavits false statements th at h e 
h ad overh eard conversations among 
federal officials indicating th at th ey h ad 
“framed” DeGilio and h is associates. 


Proposed Rules To Curb Nitrites In Bacon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Th e 
Agriculture Dep artment is 
p rep aring to p rop ose regulations 
limiting th e use of nitrite in 
cured meat p roducts because of 
its p ossible cancer-causing effect 
in bacon, a dep artment official 
said Sunday nigh t. 
Substances called nitrosa- 
mines* p roduced in bacon 
at very low levels h ave been 
found to be carcinogenic in rats, 
said Dr. Donald Houston, assis­ 
tant dep uty director of th e 


Agriculture Dep artment’s meat 
and p oultry insp ection division. 
Alth ough nitrite also is used to 
cure oth er meats such as 
frankfurters, bologna and 
lunch eon meats, nitrosamines 
are p roduced in bacon only after 
it h as been cooked at a h igh 
temp erature, h e said. 
“Th ere really is no definitive 
research indicating wh eth er 
nitrosamines are carcinogenic in 
h umans,” Houston said. He said 
th ey are found at levels of 5 to 15 


p arts p er billion in bacon. 
Houston said th ere is no sub­ 
stitute for nitrite in curing meat, 
th at it h as been used for th at 
p urp ose for th ousands of y ears. 
With bacon, h e said, “if y ou 
reduce th e level of cooking to 
th e p oint at wh ich nitrosamines 
are not p roduced, y ou h ave th e 
p roblem of botulism.” 


He added: “Wh at we’re try ing 
to do is lower th e level of nitrites 
in bacon so cooking doesn’t 


p roduce nitrosamines and at th e 
same time maintain enough 
levels to p revent danger from 
botulism.”

Wisconsin helped out by losing five of 10 


fumbles and didn't cross midfield until the third 
quarter as Billy Marek was held to 38 yards, 
leaving the Big Ten's all-time scoring leader 37 
yards shy of the 3,000-yard mark. 


"We played well offensively and the defense 


was dynamic," said Coach Woody Hayes. 
"That's three straight shutouts against Big Ten 
opponents. And nobody has defensed Marek the 
way we did ... nobody." 


Meanwhile, Michigan set a team record and 


equaled a Big Ten mark by rushing for 573 
vards. Harlan Huckleby, Gordon Bell and Rob 
Lytle combined for 362 yards and two 
touchdowns apiece, freshman Huckleby leading 
the way with 157 yards. 


It was Michigan's most onesided victory 


since an identical 69-0 clobbering of Pitt in 1947 
and Northwestern's worst drubbing since a 76-0 
rout at the hands of the University of Chicago in 
1899. 


While Oklahoma's Joe Washington was 


having the poorest day of his brilliant 
career—49 yards on 18 carries and minus five 
yards on three punt returns—the defense and 
kicking game took over for the Sooners' 26th 
consecutive tnumph. Quarterback Davis, who 
completed seven of 14 passes for 117 yards, said 
it was "terribly difficult to get ready for this 
game mentally" after facing Colorado and 
Texas in successive weeks.

University of Nebraska, was in- 
jured early in the final period 
when he threw a block on 
Calgary Stampeder Rick Galbos 
to help Willie Burden run for a 
score, according to The 
Associated Press. 


Pate, 23, played for the un- 


beaten Nebraska freshman team 
in 1970 and was red-shirted in 
1971. He was backup for NU AD- 
American Willie Harper in 1972 
and, in 1973, was a strong alter- 
nate and starter. By the spring of 
1974, Pate had earned the No. 1 
defensive left end position for 
the Black Shirts. 


"Tom really liked to play foot- 


ball," former Nebraska coach 
Bob Devaney said. "He gave 100 
per cent all the time. That was 
why he went to Canada. 


'Better Chance' 


"When he wasn't drafted by 


the NFL (National Football 
League), he thought he would 
have a better chance in Canadian 
football," Devaney said. 


"Tom was one of the finest 


kids that ever played for us," 
Devaney continued. "He never 
had any problems in school or 
off the field. He wasn't the least 
bit of trouble." 


Pate played his last two years 


under head coach Tom Osborne. 


"Tom was a fine person. He 


was a good player for us," 
Osborne said. "There had been 
some doubt if he was going to 
play since he didn't get drafted 
by the NFL, but he really 
wanted,to play, so he went to 
Canada." 


Pate joined the Saskatchewan 


Roughriders after graduation, 
but joined Hamilton in July after 
being 
dropped 
by the 


Roughriders. 


Pate was injured in the 


Wisconsin game during the 1974 
campaign. Early in the game, he 
was knocked unconscious and 
appeared seriously injured, but 
recovered by the end of the 
game and played in the following 
week's contest. 


In the last game of his 


Nebraska career in the 1975 
Sugar Bowl win over Florida, 
Pate was the leading tackier

with 14 tackles, 11 of them un- 
assisted. He was named co- 
defensive player of the game in 
the 1974 win over Northwestern.

In a report from The

McFarlane, a spokesman for the 
Hamilton team, said from the 


hospital, "Tom is not expected 
to live." 


Don Bryant, Nebraska sports 


information director, said that 
Pate had been a solid player for 
NU. 


"Tom's the kind of kid that 


college football is all about," 
Bryant said. "He was a good stu- 
dent, he's not a superstar but he 
gave 100 per cent and really 
loved to play the game. 


Pate's family was flown here 


from Omaha, where Pate went 


to Westside High School. 


Don Johnson, football coach 


at Westside, said he had coached 
Pate in both junior and senior 
high schools. 


"Tom was just a great in- 


dividual," Johnson said. "He 
was highly respected by all the 
members of the team and was a 
team leader." 


Pate played linebacker in high

Southpaw Bill Lee, who had been 
scheduled to pitch the sixth game for 
Boston, will be the seventh game pitcher, 
if the series goes that far.

Americans Display Power 


MEXICO CITY (AP) - The 


United States' youthful swim- 
mers finished one-two in three 
events, won four in record time 
and Bruce Jenner set a Games 
record in the exhausting de- 
cathlon Sunday as the Ameri- 
cans began to exert their cus- 
tomary, dominating influence in 
the Pan American Games. 


Only the effort of Jorge Del- 


gado of Ecuador in the men's 
100 meter freestyle prevented an 
American sweep in the first full 
night of competition in swim- 
ming, a longtime Yankee 
stronghold and the sport the 
Americans are counting on to 
restore them to their traditional 
position far in front of the rest of 
the 32-nation field. 


In all, the United States added 


10 gold medals to its growing 
horde in the busiest day of the 
two-week hemispheric cham- 
pionships and now, at last, has 
an impressive lead over the am- 
bitious Cubans. 


With only two final events out- 


standing Sunday, the United 
States pushed its gold medal to- 
tal to.47, compared with 32 for 
Cuba, in second place. Cuba held 
a surprising lead, built on the 20 
gold medals won by their weight 
lifters, through the first few days 
of the Games. 


The U.S. gold-silver-bronze 


total was 47-40-22. Cuba had 32- 
26-14. Canada had 10-15-18, Bra- 
zil 6-7-12 and host Mexico 4-5-16.

"He gave .me the breathing 


room," January said of Hin- 
son's missed putt on the first 
extra hole. "It happens."

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Kissinger Gets 
Chinese Lecture 


PEKING (AP) - To the 


sounds of "Home on the Range" 
and "Oh Shenandoah" and with 
a faltering attempt to speak 
Chinese, Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger dined with 
his Chinese hosts Sunday. He 
declared "there is no 
relationship to which the United 
States assigns greater 
signifiance." 


However, Chinese Foreign 


Minister Chiao Kuan-hua lec- 
tured Kissinger on what he 
called the dangers to peace 
because of American-Soviet 
detentf. 


In a toast during a dinner he 


gave for Kissinger shortly after 
the secretary of state arrived in 
Peking, Chiao said that "the 
stark reality is not that detente 
has developed to a new stage, 
but that the danger of a new 
world war is mounting." 


Kissinger, 
who 
sat 


expressionless during Chiao's 


1 remarks, followed with his own 


toast in which he mildly 
reproached the Chinese attitude 
but said the United States will be 
guided by China's actions, not 
rhetoric. 


"Each country must pursue a 


policy suitable to its own cir- 
cumstances," Kissinger said, ad- 
ding that the United States has 
promised to resist efforts by any 
country to dominate others. 


During the sumptuous dinner, 


a military band alternated 
between Chinese and American 
melodies. Kissinger broke the 
evening's official mood by 
opening his toast with a faltering 
attempt to speak Chinese. 
Honor Group 
Votes To End 
Ban On Men 


Kansas City, Mo. (UPI)—Mor- 


tar Board, Inc., a national 
women's honor society, has ten- 
tatively voted to admit men to 
the society to avoid losing 
federal funds. 


The 60-year-old society's ac- 


tion came at a weekend 
emergency meeting. The 
organization faced the possibility 
of a cutoff of federal funds 
because it was not in compliance 
with regulations banning dis- 
crimination in federally funded 
programs. 


The delegates, students from 


167 colleges, rejected other alter- 
natives to the funding problem. 
Those included disbanding the 
organization, disaffiliating it 
from universities, consolidating 
it with a men's honor society or 
taking the integration of sexes 
question to court. 


The approved resolution now 


will be sent to Mortar Board 
chapters for official ratification. 


"Ban jiu rong ee chin ke nan," 


he said, and even the traditional- 
ly polite Chinese broke out in 
grins. 


The secretary explained he 


had tried to say, "It is easy to 
prepare a banquet, but it is hard 
to be a good host." In other 
words, the "warmth of the 
welcome" is what made the 
evening enjoyable. 


Neither leader mentioned the 


Soviet Union directly, but Chiao 
used code words China employs 
to describe Moscow's policies — 
"hegemonism" and "expan- 
sionism." It is self-deceiving for 
the United States to think it can 
find peace by seeking Russian 
cooperation, he indicated. 


"To base oneself on illusions, 


to mistake hopes or wishes for 
reality and act accordingly,will 
only abet the ambitions of 
expansionism and'lead to grave 
consequences," the foreign 
minister said. 


China, he continued, will not 


be fooled but will follow the fun- 
damental policy of self-reliance 
and independence. 


The Chinese will "dig tunnels 


deep, store grain everywhere 
and never seek hegemony," 
Chiao stated as he read from a 
text which underlined those 
words. 


In the same brief toast, Chiao 


said U.S.-China relations are im- 
proving. "On the whole," he 
said, "Sino-U.S. relations have 
moved forward in the last few 
years" and "there is reason to 
believe that Sino-U.S. relations 
will continue to move ahead." 


Kissinger, who is in China for 


the eighth time since 1971, 
answered that "there is no 
relationship to which the United 
States assigns 
greater 


significance than its ties with the 
People's Republic of China." 


American policy is firmly 


based on "avoiding needless con- 
frontations when it can do so 
without.threatening the security 
of third countries," the secretary 
stated. 


Then he added a key phrase 


used to explain his tolerance of 
such harsh words as those used 
by Chiao. "In this policy," 
Kissinger said, "we will be 
guided by actions and realities 
and not rhetoric." 


Other U.S. officials said 


Chiao's remarks reflected earlier 
Chinese statements and were no 
surprise. All in all, the officials 
said, Kissinger was encouraged 
and felt the visit was off to a 
good start. 


Kissinger arrived in Peking in 


the late afternoon and was 
greeted by Chiao in a brief 
ceremony watched by a tiny 
group of Chinese officials and 
members of the American 
liaison mission.

Mafia Forced Informer Into Scheme 


New York — One day last summer two 


men knocked on the door of James 
Jelicks's home in Barnegat, N.J. The 
visitors, Jelicks says, were sent by the 
Mafia. They had tracked him down because 
he was a former undercover informer and 
witness for the federal government. 


Under threats that his family would be 


harmed, the 31-year-old Jelicks said he was 
forced to play a major role in a conspiracy 
to discredit federal investigations of 
organized crime activities in Northern New 
Jersey. 


The alleged scheme, according to Jelicks 


and law enforcement sources, included the 
manufacturing of fictitious tape recordings 
of conversations with Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agents and the preparation of 
false recantation affidavits. 


These fake affidavits stated that Jelicks 


had lied in testifying against mob- 
controlled loan sharks who were convicted 
in federal court. 


Jelicks has told federal officials and a 


grand jury that John DeGilio, a convicted 
crime leader in Hudson County, was one of 


. the underworld figures who had hoped to 


benefit from the plot 


The alleged conspiracy, however, ap- 


parently has backfired. Jelicks secretly got 
in touch with the New Jersey State-Police 
and the United States attorney's office and 
provided them with details of his involve- 
ment in the plan. 


A high official in the state police said 


Jelicks had passed a lie-detector test before 
the matter was turned over to federal of- 
ficials. Jelicks recently testified before a 
federal grand jury in Newark and an in- 
vestigation of bis charges is under way. 


Jonathan L. Goldstein, the U.S. attorney 


for New Jersey, declined to discuss the in- 
quiry, saving it would be "inappropriate 


for me'to comment on this matter at this 
time." 


But a reliable source in the Justice 


Department, who is familiar with the in- 
vestigation, said: "We believe Jelicks's 
story. It fits in with other information that 
we have gotten independently." 


Jelicks, who says he fears for his safety, 


has gone into hiding and is living apart 
from his wife and 9-year-old daughter and 
6-year-old son, who are also in hiding. 


A spokesman for the state police con- 


firmed that Jelicks had been a "tipster" 
used in cracking organized crime activities 
in northern New Jersey. The spokesman 
said he had been involved in investigations 
of illegal gambling and truck hijackings in 
Jersey City and other Hudson County com- 
munities. 


In 1970, Jelicks also became an informer 


for the Federal Strike Force against 
Organized Crime and Racketeering, which 
was then heavily committed to breaking up 
widespread loan-shark and extortion 
operations in Hudson County. 


From 1970 to 1974, Jelicks was a witness 


in more than a dozen federal grand jury in- 
vestigations. His courtroom testimony was 
instrumental in the convictions of six pur- 
ported Mafia members on loan-sharking 
and extortion charges. 


Federal authorities said Jelicks and his 


family were in a witness-protection 
program from January 1971 to May 1974. 
During that time the Jelickses — under a 
different name — lived in Pittsburgh, Ken- 
tucky and Rhode Island. 


Jelicks said he had left the program 


voluntarily in 1974 following one attempt 


stop testifying. Federal officials confirmed 
that Jelicks had been shot in the right arm 
during an apparent murder attempt while 
he was living in Pittsburgh in 1972. 


After leaving the witness program and 


still using an assumed name,, the Jelickses 
moved to the Jersey shore area in the 
autum of 1974. Last Aug. 4, Jelicks said, in 
the Ocean County community of Barnegat 
he was suddenly appraoched by the two 
messengers from the job. 


"They told me, 'We need yo\i, we're not 


going to bother you, we're not going to 
harm a hair on your head,' " Jelicks 
recalled in an interview. "But they also 
said, 'You don't want to walk around with 
the death of your wife and two kids on your 
conscience.' 


"I knew they could get my family, that's 


why I had to go along with them," said 
Jelicks, who is slightly built, 5 feet, 7 inches 
tall. 


During that first meeting, in August, 


Jelicks said he had been further in- 
timidated by being shown confidential 
government documents relating to his sup- 
posedly secret activities and whereabouts 
while he was in the federal witness- 
protection program. These records ap- 
parently had been stolen from files in the 
U.S. marshal's office, which supervises the 
program. 


As part of the purported conspiracy to 


discredit the U.S. attorney's office and the 
strike force, Jelicks said, he was ordered by 
organized crime figures to sign two recan- 
tation affidavits. The affidavits, he said, 
were taken by unwitting lawyers after he 
had been "rehearsed" by Mafia members. 


In these affidavits, Jelicks said he was 


forced to say that FBI agents and federal 
attorneys had prevailed upon him to give 
false testimony at trials and before grand 
juries. 


• He said he had also been told to include 
in these affidavits false statements that he 
had overheard conversations among 
federal officials indicating that they had 
"framed" DeGilio and his associates.

frankfurters, bologna and 
luncheon meats, nttrosaraines 
are produced in bacon only after 
it has been cooked at a 
temperature, he said. 


"There really is no definitive 


research indicating whether 
nitrosamines are carcinogenic in 
human," Houston said. He said 
they are found at levels ofitolS

parts per billion in bacon. 


Houston said there is no sub- 


stitute for nitrite in curing meat, 
that it has been used for that 
purpose for thousands of years. 


Witli bacon, he said, "if you 


reduce the level of cooking to 
the point at which nitrosamines 
are not produced, you have the 
problem of botulism." 


He added: "What we're trying 


to do is lower the level of nitrites 
in bacon so cooking doesn't 


produce nitrosamines and at the 
same time maintain enough 
levels to prevent danger from 
botulism."

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Veterans collected $448.4 million 
in GI Bill education benefits 
they were not entitled to during 
the last fiscal year. 


The Veterans Administration 


has managed to recover $383.5 
million of the overpayment 
money, but millions more may 
never be collected. 


The problem dates to the 


beginning of the college program 
30 years ago, but lately the dollar 
total is increasing sharply. 


"It hasn't peaked yet," says 


Martin D. Carlin, the VA official 
in charge of getting the money 
back. He puts the blame on only 
a small percentage of veterans 
and schools. 


The main reasons for over' 


payments are veterans dropping 
classes or quitting school, 


without either the collefe or the 
veteran promptly notifying the 
VA. 


This situation has been 


aggravated in recent years, says 
the VA, by the congressional 
decision to give out checks at the 
start rather than the end of each 
month. So, a veteran has his cash 
in hand if he decides to drop out. 


Also, the sharp increase in 


payments and the number of 
veterans in school are factors. 


Last year's GI Bill budget was 


$4.2 billion for 1.7 million 
Vietnam-era veterans in college. 
Singles receive $270 monthly; a 
veteran with one dependent, 
$321; with two dependents, 
$366; with an allowance of $22 
for each additional dependent 
thereafter. Veterans under the 
bill pay their own tuition costs. 


While the VA did recover 


$333.5 million, Carlin said in an 
interivew it declared another 
$15.5 million uncollectible" 
because the veteran refused to 
pay, went bankrupt, can't be 
found, or (bed. 


Where the uncoUected amount 


is significant, the VA turns the 
case over to the General Accoun- 
ting Office for further action.

ty of up to one year in prison and 
a fine of $2,000. A notice of the 
penalty was included with the 
November payment checks, one

Not forgotten, neglected only 


by disuse, the rolltops and their 
stored companions bespeak a 
sturdiness and value that still 
perhaps transcend money, and 
now let fleet a time that was. 


All To Be Auctioned 


Unearthed from the dark 


recesses of the school at 22nd 
and J, the desks and 2,000 more 
items — most antique, some 
newer castoffs — will go on the 
public auction block Sunday. 


Meanwhile, 
building 


superintendent David Reichel 
scurries from basement to attic, 
through second and third floors, 
to closets and storage areas, 
collecting items of historic, 
nostalgic and intrinsic worth, 
and preparing them for takers in 
Johnson Gym. 


Public inspection of the goods 


will begin at noon, and the auc- 
tion at 1:30 p.m. The event was 
postponed from 1971, the Lin- 
coln High centennial year, and 
"it's a good thing," said Prin- 
cipal William B. Bogar. 


From $1 Up to $20 


"The value of these things has 


gone up so much." He said 
bentwood chairs that used to 
bring $1 each now demand $20 or 
more in antique shops. A stack 
of 50 will go up for bid. 


Bogar, the proud public 


steward, whisked among wares 
he said mostly predate his prin- 
cipalship that began in 1950. He 
estimated "conservatively" 
they'll net $5,000 to $6,000 in 
proceeds for the Lincoln High 
student activities fund. 


Antique oak tables, storage 


cabinets and display cases with 


glass windows, mission oak style 
davenports, rockers and chairs, 
teachers' desks and wooden high 
stools must make way for the 
$1.5 million school remodeling 
underway. 


The band will sell baked 


goods, the Pep Club will offer 
candy and the Drill Team will 
run a snack bar for bidders, 
while Lincoln High graduates 
Don Ficke, Norm Ford and Lee 
Liming provide their auc- 
tioneering services free.

Late last week, Reichel and 


Bogar were at a draw, trying to 
decide whether to auction off an 
antique wood wall clock, com- 
plete with time-punch for 
employes who rotated a dial to 
indicate varying work periods on 
their pay cards. 


And science department head 


Bob Compton was sorting 
aluminum and brass beam 
balances, and boxes of empty 
carboys — used to ship corrosive 
liquids — still in their wooden 
crates. One balance is framed 
elegantly in a wood and glass 
case. 


Blowpipes By The Dozen 
Compton moved among 


dozens of blowpipes, about 150 
mortars and pestles (worth $4 to 
$6 in antique shops), arranging 
shelves of glass bottles with 
raised labels and the original 
stoppers. 


Bogar showed off two 


kerosene miner's lamps (relics 
of physics experiments) with 
dust screens designed to prevent 
explosions as they hung from 
subterranean beams. 


Microscopes like Louis 


Pasteur used stand at narrow, 
vertical attention, patient since 
the school's opening, and marble 
slabs are peeled from walls. Old 
print shop equipment, wood 
podiums and a dozen art tables 
await new owners.
